Sin,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your despatch No. 11, 
transmitting to me the minutes of a mecting of the British residents of 
Yokubama held yesterday, the 18th instant, I have read with attention 
the various resolutions held at that meeting. Her Maje-ty's subjects can 
hardly expect that I should discuss and deal separately with the several re- 
solutions as proposed by individual members and embracing a variety of 
subjects which might readily be multiplied without limit, A’ very princi- 
resolution, however, proposed by \r. Macpherson and seconded by 
ir. Macdonald, to the cifect that the first dury of the executive is to pro- 
side for the protection of the British residents before proceeding to any 
attack on the !apanese would appear to require, on my part, some explic 
remarks. | have, in the first pluce, to observe that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, ufier due consideration of the circumstances attending the disastrous 
occurrence of the 14th September last, and respecting which such urgent 
agitation for immediate retr:bution and reprisal were set on foot by this 
community, hari-g deliberately decided upon commanding specific repara 
tions from the Japanese Government, has at the same time furnished me 
with specific instructions, ‘Those instructions comprise the contingency 
of co-reive operations in the event of the Japanese Goverament refusing 
or evading to comply with the demands, On the Gth instant those de- 
mands were communicated to the Japanese Ministers ; and with due con- 
sideration for the embarrassment which the situation of affairs (thouzh long 
expected and mevitsble) might occasion to the Japancse Government on

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Reply of British Reside. 
Yokuhama, ‘1.4 April, 1868. 
Sre,—We have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your communi- 
cation of the 20th inst. ewclosing copy of despatch of the Touridems from 
H.B.M.’s Charge d’Affaires to yourself. We observe, wil satisfaction, 
that the protection which our authorities are providing for us is, in the 
opinion of H.M.'s Charge d’ Affaires, calculated to guard us against any 
sudden attack, and to protect our embarkation, should the degsec of danger 
tender such astep necessary. From their ignorance of the instructions 
received by H.M.'s Charge d'Affaires, the eommunity are unable to 
suggest any practical measures for the safeguard of their persons and pro- 
perty. Yet they are prepared to make the utmost necessary commercial 
eacrifiecs, even to the temporary abandonment of the settlement, should 
their presence be deemed by the authorities as any impediment to the 
energetic varrying out of the instructions received from H. M.'s Government. 
The community, ,iowever, consider the abandonment of the settlement 
should be the last resource. Such a step, appears to them, as likely to 
encourage the Japanese to future azgression—certain to destroy the 
prestige which British commerce at present enjoys —and effectually to 
check the progress it has already made. ‘This community, relerring to 
resolution Sth of their meeting of 18th inst., beg again to call the attention 
of the authorities to the fact that there is rot sufficient shipping in harbour 
to provide for the safety of themselves and their dependents (the number 
of whom H.M.’s Charge d' Affaires has apparently overlooked). Should 
enercive measures be adopted this community must necessarily look to 
their authorities for the means of carrying out the recommendations made 
tothem. They are im; elled to state tuis from the fact that H.M.’s 
Charge d’Affuires’ first despatch (received on 8th iustant) induced them 
to suppose that sufficient security would be afforded them by the executive 
—and also that they have been’ prevented from providing such security 
for themselves (even supposng that all were in a position so to do) by the 
the absence of advice that the place was untenable, until tro days 
after the departure of H.M.s ship Ringdove on 15th inst. - the last oppor- 
tunity of communication with Shanghai. In conclusion. therefore, all 
that this community has to reply to H1.M.'s Charge d’Atfaires’ despatch 
ofthe 19th inst. is to request that, if, in his opinion it is absolutely ne- 
cessary for the residents to vacate this settlement (a course they earnestl 
deprecate) the executive should provide the means for carrying out ‘ich 
astep.— We have tie honour, Se» H. J. Hoopen ind others, 
harles A. Winchester, Esq, 1.B.M.'s Consul, Kanagawa.

In respect to that portion of your letter under 
acknowledgment which adverts to your ignorance of the instructions which 
ave been received from H.B.M.’s Government, | am to observe that 
everything ained in them, which could be useful to the community to 
be made aware of, has already been made public—viz. : that a demand for 
specific reparation of past outrages had been made on the Japanese Go- 
sernment, the refusal of which would be followed by coercive measures, 
The po: y of such measures ercating disquietude and rendering the 
position of the residents at Yokuhama insecure, is the point to which the 
attention of British subjects is directed.

Sin, — Communications have been made to me in urzent terms by the 
Government, which have resulted in the accordance on my part 
of an additional period for the final and categurical answer to the demands 
Thave made under instructions from H. \I.’s Government. The extended 
term now ailotted will terminate on the 11th May inclu: At the ex- 
piration of that period, if no satisfactory settlement of the demands nas been 
arrived at, the same contingency as to the commencement of enercive mea~ 
sures on the part of the squadron under the commandof Rear- Admiral Kuper, 
and the same risk of danger to the foreign residents at the open ports in Japan 
will, in all probability, prevail as hezctofore to Her Majesty's subjects, I 

in the meanwhile informed the Japanese \iuisters that should co- 
ive measures be resorted to, it is not the intention of the Admiral to 
adopt auy hostile measures on shore at the open ports, unless the safety of 
the foreigs ents is imperilied by the menaces or acts of the Govern- 
men* or of hostile Daimias, It is, however, impossible to foresee or form 
an O,iuion as to the ultimate determination or conduct of the Tycoon’s 
Government. With the extended period before them, in granting which 
their convenience was a strong element of my decision, Her Majesty's 
subjects are advised to adopt precautionary measures for the security of 
themselves and property as may now be better within their reach, bearing 
at the same time in view, that whenever coercive opcrations on the part of 
the Admiral may become necessary, the degree ot protection which can

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Of esxer intelligence there is little stirring. The Japanese 
Government was still continuing to purchase steamships, &., the 
tale of one of Mosars. Dent’s vessels, the Lyec-moon, being the 
‘Jatest transaction, im the course of which, by a very discreditable 
Fiece of chicanery on the part of the official representative of a 
gertain foreign Power, Messrs. Dent were diddled—no other 
word 20 exactly express the modus operandi adopted—of 
$26,000, much to the diegust of even the native authorities, 
who, however, honourably fulfilled their engagement, even to 
the parties principally concerned. 

The ships of war stationed at Kanagawa on 28th April, were 
HLM.S. Euryalus (flag), Encounter, Pearl, Rattler, Centaur, Argus, 
Kestrel, Bouncer, and Havoc; H.1M.’s ship Semiramis (60), 
Dupléix, and Dordogne, and H.N.M. (Dutch ship) Medusa, 

Mr. Consul Vyse, who had rather regained the confidence of 
the community at the time of Mr. Richardson’s murder, had 
been transferred to Hakoradi, his place being supplied by Dr. 
Winchester, greatly to the satisfaction of the residents, whom 
his urbanity and devotion to public interests had greatly 
pleased. 

According to previous arrangements the Tycoon was not to 
have taken his departure for Miako until some twelve days 
after the 28th April. Every preparation was, however, being 
made to push it on with all possible despatch, and it was 
looked upon as likely that he would leave in the course of the 
next few days. The intelligence that Satsuma’s officers had 
taken possession of the Gotenyama is fully confirmed ; and at 
all corners and conspicuous places his name with the words 
“Ong asukari-sho” (“Satsuma keeps this plac2”) was posted. 
Disturbances of a more or less serious character between the 
retaiers of the different Daimios were of nightly occurrence ; 
indeed turbulence and disorder were prevalent to an extent loug 
unknown. 

The Japanese Government were making preparation on a 
grand scale for the forthcoming “Osetsu” at Miako, and at 
Hiogo a large building was in course of erection, to be in readi- 
ness in the anticipated event of a conference with the foreign 
plenipotentiaries being invited by the Emperor. 

The Japan Herald, of March 21, states in its editorial 
column, that “ we have reason to believe that the idea that the 
Tycoon had no right to represent the foreign policy of the 
country, was first propounded by the Japanese Government 
themselves, and since promulgated, if not by their desire, at 
Teast in the hopes of pleasuring tvem ; and we are strengthened 
im this belief by the fact we lately heard, that since the publi- 
cation in our columns of the Tycoon’s circular, the Mikado’s 
letter, and other documents, so clearly proving that what was 
done by the Tycoon he was authorised by the Mikado to do— 
they have said that, now this case has become known to 
foreigners all the excuses for the non-performance of the treaties 
can no longer be attempted.” 

A new small copper coinage was about to be issued. It was 
te be named Bunku-tsuho, and each coin is to be of the value 
of about 1-24th of a tempo. 

We are glad to notice that the branch of the Mercantile Bank 
is now in working order at Yokuhama, and the convenience 
both to residents and constituents in this country is already 
much appreciated. 





CHINA. 


PEKING. 

There is still absolutely nothing of importance to chronicle 
from the capital. Mr. Lay had gone thither to take up his 
permanent residenoe, in the hope, it is said, of being principal of 
the Board of Revenue for maritime customs, 

TLEN-TSIN. 

‘The rebels at latest dates were still ravaging, apparently un- 
heeded of the Imperial Government, and trade in consequence 
was completely at a standstill. It was hoped, however, that 
the spring fairs, of which we may, perhaps, receive details by 
the next mail, would impart a little more activity. It was not 
supposed the marauding bands would attack Tien-tsin. 


SHANGHAI, 

There is no intelligence of importance from Shanghai. The 
Jand question still occupied public attention, and opinions were 
much divided, as was anticipated, as to the distinction between 
cession and concession. 

A meeting of French residents had been held on April 30th, 
presided over by M. Mauboussin, Consul-General, at which a 
very satisfactory statement was made of the expenditure, and a 





== 
resolution passed to raise the land-tax to the same level as that 
of the English settlement. Some alterations were also suggested 
in the construction of the council, and measures taken for 
raising and eyuipping an adequate policeforce. Near the close 
of the meeting, M. P. Loureiro mooted the question of the 
exact signification of the term “Concession,” which, however, 
the Consul declared he would not answer till he had received 
a reply from his own Government, to which he had referred it, 
The success of Major Gordon (who, on all occasions, strenu 
ously declines the rank of Gencral) had been followed up by an 
attack on the city of Tai-tsan, which had been taken after an 
obstinate resistance. The details are so interesting that we pre- 
sent them in an abridged form. The Imperialists, it would 
seem, had felt an earnest desire to possess themselves of the 
town, but before resorting to force, the Tautai, who is by virtue 
of his office, Chief Mandarin, opened negotiations for its pur 
chase from the Taipings. The latter affected to receive these 
advances with cordiality, and the Tautai accordingly sent 500 
undisciplined troops to take possession. It proved, however, 
that trap had been laid, as a body of Taipings suddenly issued 
from an ambuscade, fell upon the party, and took them all pri- 
souers, one half being immediately decapitated. (This, however, 
as the Friend of China remarks, is the mandarin version). But 
at all events, upon receipt of this intelligence, Major Gordon, 
at the request of the Tautai, changed his original intention 
of marching upon Foo-chow, and proceeded to attack Tai-tsan, 
He had with him about three thousand men, well found and 
equipped, and amply supplied with artillery. ‘The Taiping 
garrison of Tai-tsan numbered about the same, but their equip., 
ment was, of course, greatly inferior, and they bad no artillery 
What occurred will open the eyes of the good people in England, 
not only to the difficulty of conquering the Taipings, but to the 
startling fact of what excellent soldiers the Chinese are capable 
of being made. On the Ist May Major Gordon arrived before 
Tai-tsin, He cautiously approached, artillery in front, flanked 
and protected by all his disposable foree. He took several 
stockades, with his artillery, of course,and subsequently carried 
two bridges, which cross a canal situated at about six huudred 
yards from the walls. He had constructed heavy wooden 
shields for the guns, to protect the meu from the musketry of 
the beseiged—a clear proof that the Taipings had no artillery 
In this manner Major Gordon attained a position within one 
hundred yards from the walls. Of course, he soon made a very 
wide breech, which, being deemed practicable, was assaulted, 
Scarcely, however, was the storming party in motion to attack 
the breach, than the wall was suddenly manned, and a tremen- 
dous fire poured down upon the head of the column, as well as 
the bridge, which the rebels pelted with fireballs, thereby. 
creating much confusion aad causing the capture of a guuboat, 
Still the column went gallantly on, headed by Captain Bannon, 
and mounted the breach, Then the Taipings, headed by the 
foreigners in their service, boldly met. them with the spear; 
and after a sharp and bloody conflict, in which Banvon lost his 
life, the stormers were compelled to retire. The pause in the 
assault, however, was but momentary; and Gordou’s guns 
played on the breach for twenty minutes, During this 
time the Ningpo battalion were brought to the 
front, aud the stormers once more swarmed up the 
breach, with better success than ‘before ; for though the as 
saultiug column was gallantly withstood, and wavered fora 
momeut, the energy of those in front, and the impetus of the 
men in the rear broke through all obstacles, and the breach was 
crowned, Then actual resistance ceased, and the city was cap- 
tured. Immediately, the enemy fled in the utmost coufusion 
in all directions, trampling each other to death in their eager= 
ness to escape from the pursuing foe, As near as could be esti- 
mated, there were not less than ten thousand well-armed rebels 
in the city ; a large proportion of whom succumbed to the valour 
of the disciplined Chinese, while they have suffcred severely 
from the desperate resistance ef the enemy, aud their 
being so well equippe:l and supplied with munitions of war. 
What the rebel loss may be has not been ascertained ; but we 
learn that the killed and wounded of the Sooukeong force is 
between eight and nine per cent. Besides poor Bannon, who 
was killed, there were two other officers of the force, Robert 
son and Morant, severely wounded, and Capt. Ludiam slightly. 
Lieutenant Wood, R.A. was struck by a spent shot without 
injury. There were in the city and defending the breach 
seven Europeans and four Sepoys. Of these, three of each 
were killed during the attack, One European was captured— 
we understand a deserter from the 3lst Regiment—and three

— 
Europeans and one Sepoy escaped. ‘Two of the Europeans 
killed were Frenchmen. 

Major Gordon, after leaving a strong garrison of the 
Tautai’s troops at Tai-tsan, proceeded with Ward’s contingent 
toa place called Quin-sang, a Taiping stronghold, which lies in the 
direction of Soochow. Latest accounts mention that Major 
Gordon had started on May Sth for Quin-sang, another rebel 
stronghold on the road to Soochow—and that Tai-tsan was 
governed by a strong force of Imperialists. 

With reference to the foregoing the Overland Trade Report 
observes :—“ Unprejudiced men must see that, under these de- 
serters, the Taipings have greatly improved in the use of 
musketry, aud that if they had, which they very soon will 
have, artillery and instructors in the use of it, the days of 
the Kungs and the Bruces, and the Lays, and the Wades 
in China are numbered.” 

The same paper, under date of May 12th, states, as a rumour, 
that the ‘Iautai had refused to reinstate General Burgevine, 
who, accordingly, had returned to Peking. But accounts are 
very contradictory as to his movements, and there is every 
appearance that he is about to sink into obscurity again. 

We reproduce in full the despatch of Earl Russell, of 19th 
February lust, which was conveyed to the Shanghai Chamber of 
Commerce by order, and professes to be a reply to the memo- 
rial of that Lody of 20th of August, 1861, a reply to which had 
hitherto been delayed “ through inadvertence!” Its publication 
had caused considerable excitement among all classes, but the 
general impression was that it was absolutely necessary for the 
success of future trade that the regulations laid down by the 
treaty of Tien-tsin should be observed. We must, however, 
await further advices, ere we can judge of the probable effect of 
this communication upon the trade of the Yang-tze-Kiang. 


“ Foreign Office, Feb. 19, 1863. 

“ GentLemMEN,—I am directed by Earl Russell to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 4th of September, referring to your previous 
leiter of 20th of August, 1861, and calling attention to the further restric- 
tions which you state the Chinese Government seek to impose upon the 
treaty privileges of British subjects. 1 am to state to you in the first place 
that Lord Russell regrets, that through inadvertence, no direct answer was 
returned to your letter of 20th Augu: Nevertheless the matters to which 
Fen ses therein were fully considered in communications with the 

of Rigin, and the views of her Majesty's Government were conveyed 
to Mr. Bruce on the 26th February last. On that day, Mr. Bruce was 
informed that her Majesty's Government considered that he had satisfac- 
torily explained the arrangements made by him in regard to the several 
‘matters in discussion between himand the Foreim Mercantile Community 
arrangements which appeared on the whole to have met with the 
approval of that community, and as regards the distinction made by Mr. 
fruce in favour of the conveyance of Chinese produce from port to port 
in China for native consumption, as distinguished from such conveyance 
for re-2xportation, he had obtained from the Chinese Government as large 
‘a measure of concersion as it was reasonable to expect. 

“ With respect to the wish expressed in your letter of the 20th of Aug., 
that disputes between foreign merchants and the Chinese Customs au- 
thorities should be referred to a Consular Court, instead of to a mixed 
tribunal as proposed by Mr. Bruce, Lord Russell stated to him, that on 
this point also Her Majesty's Government concurred in the view he had 
taken, for it seemed e it the Chinese Government would not 
submit to, nor could they fairly be required to be bound in such cases by 
the decision of a Cousular Court. “As regards the specific grievances 
which furm the subject of your letter of the 4th of September, I am 
directed by Lord Russell to make the following observations. ‘These 
grievances are :—Ist. Certain alleged alterations in the regulations of 
trade on the tse River. 2nd. The limitation of the right 
to resort to the interior of China for purposes of trade. On the 
fint point you state that, when the navigation of the Yang.tse was 
opened to foreigner in April, 1861, the regulations provided that all 
duties, whether import or export, should be paid in Shanghai or Chin- 
Kiang foo, and that above the latter port the whole of the river up to 
Hankow should be open to foreign trade, and you complain that the 
Chinese Government now dispute the right of foreigners to trade upon 
this river, excepting at the consular ports of Chin-kiang-foo, Kiu kiang, 
and Hankow, and further wish to establish Custom-houses at the two last. 
named places. 

‘On the second point you state that the British community at Kiu- 

was informed in a circular issued in May last by Her Britannic 

y's Consul there, that Her Majesty's “Minister at Peking had decided 
that British subjects going into the interior for trading purposes could not 
open or rent hungs or buildings, or reside permanently in the place to 
which they resort, but must live in Chinese houses, inns, or boats. And 
Fon proceed to say that it might be supposed that the right to trade would 
include the right to do acts necessary to conduct such trade, and that, 
without ex:eusive premmses, it is manifestly impossible to carry on the 
busincss of a merchant, but that even if it were not so, the 12th article of 
realy of Tier-tsin expressly stares that British merchants ¢ may pur- 

r rent lands or buiidnys * wiether at the ports or other places. 

The Chamber, theretore, consi vers the prohibition of Her s:ajesty’s 
Minister as airectly oppoxed to this clanse of the Treaty. Your letter 
concludes by urging that, *in dealing with an* Asiatic nation lke the 
Chase, any surrender of aright 1s atiributed by them to any cause rather 
than torbearance on our part, and un that account, it for no other, such a 
surrenver should never be maue,' and you add ycur opinion ‘that a firm 
and decided tone in demanuing all ‘privileges accorded to the British 
















































nation by the late Treaty of Tien-tsin, will best preserve that peace which 
all classes, and more especially merchants, are 30 anxious to Malin, 
With respect to the first of the above-mentioned subjects of complais 
viz., the withdrawal from foreigners of the general right of trading on 
the Yang-tsze river alleged to have been conceded, I am to observe that 
the 10th Article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, which regulates this question, 
provides as follows :— 

“X.—British merchant ships shall have authority to trade upon the 
Great River Yan:-tse. The upper and lower valley of the river being, 
however, d sturbed by outiaws, no port shall be for the present open to 
trade, with the exception of Chin-kiang, which shall be opened in a 
from the date of the signing of this treaty. So soon as shall have 
been restored, British vessels shall also be admitted to trade at such ports 
as far as Hankow, not exceeding three in number, as the British Minister, 
after consultation with the Chinese Secretary of State, may determine 
shall be ports of entry and discharge. ‘It is, therefore, clear that under the 
Treaty of Tien-tsin the Chinese ‘iovernment are entitled to restrict all 
B iat trade to the one port of Chin-kiang, until peace shall have been 
restored. Mr. Bruce, however, has reported that in consequence ofa re- 

resentation which he addressed to the Prince of Kung in November, 
W580, the ‘Chinese Government agried lo. couseda more then they were by 
treaty bound to do, and to open two other ports on the river above Chin- 
kiang, but that they distinctly refused, from the first, to do more, or to 
agree to the regulations issued by S:r James Hope and Sir Harry Parkes, 
which were designed to permit trade on the whole river. 

“Lord Russell, therefore, is quite unable to perceive on what ground 
the allegation rests that the Chinese Government have withdrawn a ‘ight 
which they previously conceded; on the contrary, it is evident 
the Chines Government have made a concestion which Her Majesty's 
Government had no treaty right to require, ‘The establishment of local Cus- 
tom-house: nkow and iang (the two ports which have been 
open to foreign trade above Chin-kiang-foo) is a measure which Lord 
disposed to think, from reports received from Mr. Bruce, has 
been adopted on sufficient grounds. It might fairly be proposed to the 
Chinese authorities, if such is the desire of the British merchants cone 
cerned, that Customs duties should be levied only at Shanghai, on the 
understanding that for the purpose of protecting their revenue, the Chi- 
nese Custom-house might require the payment of 2} per cent (commuted 
transit duty) at the same time; but as there appear to be other grave ren 
sons which may materially indispose the Chinese Government to this 
course, Lord Russell does not think that it ought to be in any way insisted 
on or pressed. a 

“ With regard to the second point, viz. the prohibition to open hongs or 
other buildings, and to res:de permanently in the interior, 1 am to state 
that the 12th article of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, upon which the claim to 
these privileges rests, is to the following effect 

“+ Ant. XIL—British subjects, whether at the ports or at other places, 
desiring to build, or open houses, warehouses, churches, hospitals, or 
barial-grounds, shall make their agreement for the land or building among 
the people, equitably and without exaction on either sid: 

« This article, even if taken by itself could hardly, as Lord Russell con- 
ceives, be construed so as to imply that British subjects had the right to 
build or open houses, warehouses, churches, hospitals, or burial grounds in 
any part or place, throughout the length and breadth of the Chinese 
Empire. If this had been its intention, these privileges would certaialy 
have been conceded in more explicit terms, but considered as it must 
necessarily be in connection with the preceding article (XI) which 
expressly limits to particular cities,; towns, and ports, the rights of British 
subjects in these respects, Lord Russell is of opinion that this claim is one 
which cannot be sustained. The limitation of foreign trade to particular 
places is moreover strictly in accordance with the law and practice of 
other nations under analogous circumstances. Russell need only 
refer to the restrictions which the British and French Governments care~ 
fully enforce in the rivers of Western Africa, which are under their con 
trol. But it may be contended that abandoning the legal grounds on 
which these claims are rested, it might, nevertheless, he desirable in the 
interests of British trade with China, that Her Majesty's Go.ernment 
should renew the attempt to oe aches cepoumions from the Chinese 
Government, with respect to the trade of the Yang-tse. 

« On the question uF policy which might thus be raised, Lord Russell is 
quite unable to concur in the views expressed in your letter, as on the 
question of law. upon which I have already expressed bis lordship’ 
opinion. Lord Russell believes that so far as it is possible for Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government to regulate the intercourse of British subjects with the 
‘Chinese authorities and population in places beyond Consular control, 
the one great object which should be steadily kept in view, especially 
during the continuance of the present intestine disturbances, is to dimini 
by every means in their power the point of contract between 
them. ‘The despatches received from Mr. Bruce contain ample 
evidence of the collisions and crimes which invariably follow such 
contact, and which tend more than anything else to prejudice and 
returd the growth of friendly relations and of sound commercial inter 
course. Instead, tberefore, of pressing the Chinese Government to relax 
regulations which they have felt it necessary for their own protection to 
adopt, Lord Russell considers that Her Majesty's Government should give 
them, on all occasions, their moral support, ia resisting undue encroach- 
ments on their authority and administration, and in checking those forms 
‘of commercial enterprise which, however profitable to individual traders, 
are fatal to the permanent interests of trade. Lord Russell, therefore, 
sirous of holding the Chinese Government bound by the stipulations of 
ties, cannot encourage British subjects in claiming, atill less ia resort- 
ing to force for the purpose of establishing privileges inconsistent with 
those treaties.—I um, &e., (Signed) * B. Hamaonn.”

NINGPO. 
Ningyo dates are to the 3rd May. ‘The Taipings were on the 
move again, and it was said had taken a city called Tsin-kew, 
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near Tsian-tean. The intel¥gence requires confirmation, al- 
though the rice market tad become dull in consequence. 
HANKOW. 

‘Trade is reported a little better, large contracts having been 
made for shipment of new hemp to London. 

The Nienfei marauders had retired a little distance ; most 
probably they havo been bought off. The steamers which 
arrived up reported that, from the city of Kechow up to Hwang- 
chan, the people were moving their valuables under the appre- 
hension of an incursion of the Nienfei. The steamer Hu-quang, 
after having been on shore for about six months, floated at the 
rising of the river. She proved uninjured, and was on her way to 
Shanghai, when on the 2ud inst., at one o’clock in the morning she 
came into collision with the steamer Surprize, bound to Hankow, 
and cut her down, receiving little injury herself. The Surprize was 
instantly beached to save her from sinking. No sooner was 
that effected than she caught fire and was entirely consumed. 
‘The captain (Osborne) was knocked overboard and was drowned. 
It would appear that he was crossing the river at the time of 
the collision in order to find an anchorage. 

The celebrated clipper Challenger has been towed up to load 
new Congous for London. 


KEWEIANG. 

Dates come down to the 30th April. There was very little 
business doing owing to the movements of the Taipings, who 
were in great force on the Poyang lake. The Imperialists were 
besieged at a place called Taisow, which it was anticipated they 
would have to evacuate. 


YANG-TSE AND NEWCHWANG. 

Business had been considerably retarded at these ports by a 
series of very severe snow-storms, which had completely blocked 
up all interval communication, Trade had been wonderfully 
brisk, considering the short time the ports had been open, but 
was at last advices, 16th April, low. 

FORMOSA, 

In the island of Formosa there are now four ports open to 
trade, viz.:—Tamsuy with its dependency Keelong, and Taiwan 
with its dependency Takao. Provisional regulations for trade 
at all these ports have just been issued by Baron de Meritens, 
chief commissioner of Customs for Fuhchau and Formosa. Mr. 
W. Maxwell has been appointed acting commissioner at 
Tamsuy, and the irregular trade hitherto existing at some of 
these ports will be brought under rules, the object of traders 
having been rather to find a good market for sale and purchase 
than any desire to avoid payment of duties; this is a step in 
the right direction on the part of the Chinese Customs. 

HONG KONG. 

The war of words between Mr. Lay and the merchants of 
Hong Kong had assumed the form of a reproduction of that 
gentleman’s Blue Book correspondence, with which cheerful 
reading the Hong Kong papers are choked. The thermometer 
stands at 85 deg. 

Another question which was attracting considerable atten- 
tion was the relaxed state of discipline in the gaol, concerning 
which a special meeting of the Legislative Council was to have 
been held on the 20th ult. Meanwhile, the guards aud con- 
stables had been materially increased—not before wanted ; as 
numerous instances are recorded of robbery with violence, 

We subjoin a few local itemsgleaned from the Overland China 
Mail :—On Wednesday, April 29th, an adjourned meeting of 
the Ice Committee was held in the Court House, at which ar- 
Tangements were completed for the supply of ice during the 
ensuing summer. The amateurs gave their fourth perform- 
‘ance on the same evening ; the house was crowded. A case of 
desertion by six men from the Oasis was reported, four of whom 
had met their death by the boat in which they escaped being 
upset by some Chinamen between this and Macao. An article 
appeared, in which it was urged that more attention should be 
paid to the advantages of making short excursions in different 
directions on the mainland of China, where the scenery is equal 
to some of the most picturesque portions of England. A cor- 
respondent offered his opinion that one month’s imprisonment 
was too lenient a sentence on the deserters from the Oasis, seeing 
that they had been guilty of theft to aserious amount. It must 
be considered, in viewing the case, that the harbour master only 
punished the men for desertion, the more serious charge of 
theft belonging to the cognizance of the criminal authorities. A 
mutity on board the James Marshall, in which the captain was 
Wounded, was reported ; three of the mutineers have since been 
apprehended by the Hong Kong police. 








The screw-steamer Bahama, Capt. Rowe, arrived at Hong 
Kong on the 9th May, seventy-five days from Holyhead. She 
is engaged to load at Foo-chow for London at £12. 

The Chinese man-of-war steamer Pluto made lately her trial 
trip round Green Island and back to her anchorage, Mr. 
Logan has fitted her out with a new boiler, new propellor and 
funnel, and a general overhaul of the engines. Captain Sanger 
and chief engineer were highly satisfied with the vessel’s 
speed. She will proceed to Shanghai immediately without 
further trial. 

CANTON. 

There is nothing of importance to notice by this mail. An 
unhappy accident had occurred to the fine new church which 
was just on the eve of completion, the tower of which fell down 
on the 6th May; whetker from bad foundation or bad material 
in the building is not yet known. A review of Chinese troops, 
which had been undergoing drill from English officers, had 
lately taken place at Canton. It is described as having been of 
the most novel and interesting sort. The Chinese (artillery 
and infantry) went through all their evolutions well. 

At Whampoa, a trial has been made at the dockyard of 
Messrs. Thomas Hunt and Co. of a centrifugal pump, made by 
W. D. Andrew, of New York. It is worked by two small 
oscillating engines, and the whole space occupied by the 
machine is not more than five square feet. This wonderful 
little machine makes six hundred revolutions in one minute, 
and pumps the largest dock out in less than four hours, 

Launched from Messrs. Thomas Hunt and Co.’s dockyard the 
new steamer Aten Shan. This beautiful vessel glided off into 
her proper element most majestically; although the largest 
vessel ever built here, none never came off the blocks in such a 
style. It is just six weeks since her keel was laid. A number 
of gentlemen came from Canton and also from Hong Kong, 
though the latter came teo late to witness the launch. They 
were afterwards cntertained by Messrs. Thomas Hunt, and Co., 
with a splendid cold collation, and the steamer Spark waited to 
take them back to Canton. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
PENANG. 

Penang has not lagged behind Singapore, if we are to trust 
reports from the latter source, which speak of a murder or two 
having been committed since last mail. But we confess we 
have been unable to discover any foundation for the accusation. 

DUTCH EaST INDIES. 

We have nothing to report beyond the ordinary trade intel- 
ligence. 

SINGAPORE. . 

There is little calling for remark by this mail, The weather 
had been better than had been known for some years. Crimes 
of a serious nature had been rife, three district murders having 
been committed since the departure of the preceding mail, 
Some little discussion was being indulged in with respect to the 
alleged rights of the Dutch over Sumatra, and the stepa re- 
cently taken to assert these. We shall look forward with inte- 
rest to the progress of this dispute, as there can be no doubt 
it is fraught with important consequences to the prosperity of 
of the Straits colonies. Dissatisfactioa was expressed with the 
abrupt, scarcely courteous, dismissal by Sir Charles Wood of 
the deputation of Old Straits residents, who waited on him on 
the 27th March, with reference to the proposed transfer of the 
Straits Settlements. 

The American steamer Foh Kien, Captain Johnson, from New 
York, &c., the 3rd March last, arrived here on the morning of 
the 16th May, and will proceed to Hong Kong on the 21st. 


CEYLON. 

‘The general meeting of the Planters’ Association had been 
held at Kandy onthe 28th May. We quote the following 
cheerful summary of the proceedings from the Colombo Overland 
Observer :— 

“So far as the military expenditure question is concerned, 
the planters have ably and independently done their devoir, 
and the appointment of a committeo of the association to draw 
up a memorial, embo-lying the sentiments expressed in the re- 
solutions adopted at the meeting, will no doubt have its eftect 
in high quarters. Our roads and labour supply, of course, at- 
tracted the usual attention from the Planters’ Association, 
Captain Bird’s motion, that an inquiry should be instituted re- 
garding Chinese immigrants, isa prudent foresight ; for, how- 
ever much the Southern and Eastern coasts of Continental India 
may be able to supply us at present with all our requirements, 
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what is monthly and annually taking place before us. 
The time is rapidly approaching when, with India’s on- 
precedentedly advancing revenue, that Government, together 
with private outerprise, may be expected to engross all the 
labour at their own doors; and it is right that we should in 
time take steps to be independent of this precarious resource. 
The first Chinese batch of our pioneers’ reinforcernent has 
arrived, and the five hundred Sikhs are distributed over the 
various divisions. We believe that Government will strike out 
on a different course and propose a radical change in the future 
management and extension of our roads, A few of the prin- 
cipal features of this proposal, we think, are pretty correctly 
stated as follows :—For this purpose, a system of trusts has 
been considered the most feasib'e and best adapted, especially t> 
the wants of the planting districts, But as regards the ecenes 
of coffee planting operations, it is propesed that districts should 
be formed thronghout, taking a certain out-tarn of coffee asthe 
required test for admission as a district ; over which, trustees 
should be appointed to manage the existing, and form new roads 
ad infivitum, so long as necessity and good cause can be shown, 
the money to be got by raising money by debentures, guaranteed, 
by the Government, but to bo paid off by an assessment on the 
coffee estates—by which it is expected that, in a very few years, 
the hill country would be covered with a network of roads, en- 
couraging planting enterprise to a prodigous exteut and ren- 
dering tne success of our raiiway a matter beyond doubt. 

His Excellency the Governor and suite were in Kandy, where 
he held a levée in honour of the Queen's birthday, on Monday, 
the 25th May, followed by a ball in the evening. The south- 
west monsoon had set in very tamely, at least unaccompanied 
by any heavy thunder-storms, though it had maintained its 
wooted character for rough boisterous violence. The quantity 
of rain that has fallen during the month of May has not nearly 
equalled that in previous similar srasons, but then March and 
April wereso unusually wet that we could scarecly have ex- 
pected it to have been otherwise. At latest accounts the mon- 
s00n had blowu with so much force that on one occasion most 
of the shipping in the roads dragged their anchors, though 
without any ill-consequences. In the interior the weather had 
been finer than in Colombo. 

Colonel Hadden, R.E, had been reinstated by the Home 
authorities, but was to return to England to recruit his health. 

Mr, Lawson, C.S., and Mr. Murray, CS, have both come 
home on sick leave ; the former gentleman’s place being sup. 
plied by J. Selby, Esq., O.8. 

Tho railway contractor had about 3,000 labourers at work, 
but owing to the weather, much progress was not looked for. 
4 commencement has been made both in tunnelling at Kadu- 
ganawa, and in bridging at the Kalany river. This latter wil 
bes heavy undertaking, owing to the necessity for providing 
against the heavy floods to which the river is liable during the 
Taonsoon rains. It is intended, in the first place, to erect a 
weoden piled bridge for the purpose of conveying stores and 
materials along the line, several miles of which will shortly be 
laid down, Eventuaily iron screw-piles will be employed for 
the permanent iron railway bridge which is, we believe, already 
on its way out. 

Several sales of csffve estates had recently taken place, which 
speak well for the value of such property iv Ceylon, One was 
that of the Wihara Galla Estate in Happootelle, containing 
260 acres of coffee, mostly in full bearing, with 500 acres of 
excellent forest sold for £12,500, The Narveena Estate in 
Rakwane, Saffiagam, containing 120 acres of coffee in fall 
bearing, and 160 acres of forest, changed hands for £5,700— 
whilst the Applewattie estate, in the Gampola district, 140 
acres of coffe and 100 acres of forest, realised £7,000. 

The question of Chinese labour is to be mooted by Captain 
Bird, but there does not appear to be any strong desire to 
employ other than Tamil labourers. Planters are nevertheless 
Jooking about them to see where their hands for next season 
are to came from, since there is no longer auy doubt as to the 
good grain harvest in the South of India, 

The sudden death of Captain Lane, H.M’s 50th Regiment, 
has excited great sorrow at Colombo, where the gallant officer 
appears to have been much esteemed The weather had been 
intensely hot, and the cause of Captain Lane's death was an at- 
tack of fever, brought on by exposure to the sun. 

Thesouth-west monsoon had not yet set iu, but severalthunder- 
storms had occurred, and it was therefore expected. The health 
of the island was not good. 
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BIRTHS.

THE COFFEE SALES IN HOLLAND. 

In is not at all improbable that during the forthcoming 
debates on the disposal of the surplus revenue derived from 
Netherlands India, the system of the Company's Coffee Sales 
will be again mooted. It cannot be denied that it gives great 
dissatisfaction, and though it has often been attacked and but 
feebly defended, it is not likely that the Dutch will let it rest 
in its present state for any long period. It is true that the 
Colonial Ministers, subsequent to Mr. Rocaussen, have been 
fully alive to the existing abuse, but their term of official 
power was too short to allow them to propose any modification 
or reform in the system. It is also true that there is but little 
chauce of any alteration being made in the present year, ns the 
needful arrangements have already been made; but it may 
reasonably be expected from the antecedents of the new Colonial 
Minister, Mr. FrayseN VAN DE Putts, who is known to be an 
enemy of all protection and monopolies, which are calculated 
to benefit the favoured few but are injurious to the multitude, 
and ruinous alike to the merchants aud the ‘Treasury, that he 
will not shut his eyes to what is generally considered iu Holland 
as a crying and unwarrantable abuse. 

Let us for a moment glance at the. system that was in force 
previous to that of the present day. “At that time the Nether- 
lands Trading Company held two coffee sales in the spring, one 
at Amsterdam and the other at Rotterdam ; aud three sales in 
the autumn, one at Amsterdam, the second at Rotterdam, and 
the third at Middelburg, with only an interval of a few days 
between them, which of course caused the prices obtained to 
be virtually the same, with perhaps here and there an excep- 
tional case. In reality, however, the fear of there being any 
large fluctuation between the prices obtained at the three sales, 
though following each other so rapidly, seems to have given 
rise to the combination of the coffee brokers, against which 
great complaints have gbeen rai-ed. If this combination had 





simply consisted in their mutually communicating to each other 
the maximum limits of their orders in order to get an insight 
into the probable result of the sales, the plan might have been 
plausibly defended ; the more so, as the bids rising by half a 
cent, an unlimited competition would in most cases send up 
the prices and deprive their principals of what little profit they 
might otherwise obtain. 

But instead of such a harmless and even beneficial result the 
combination of coffee brokers took quite a different turn, and 
became by degrees 8 commercial power of such strength and 
importance as at length perfectly to rule the market in such an 
inconsistent and overbearing manner that they terrorised both 
buyers and sellers, and made themselves extremely obnoxious 
to all. If any one not belonging to the association had the 
courage to bid nt the sales, he was immediately outbid, and 
the prices needlessly run up, to the detriment of those pra- 
cipals who had given them unlimited orders to purchase. 
Besides the abuse of this combined phalanx of brokers there 
was another great cause of complaiut, which appears to have 
originated with the company itself ; this was the mixing different 
qualities of coffee together to make @ large quantity supposed 
to be of uniform colour and berry, and represented by one 
single sample. Here again the principle was not bad, as it, 
simplified the sale ; but in practice it led to the gravest abuses 
much to the advantage of the select and favoured few that 
were in the secret, but sadly to the detriment of the general 
run of purchasers who were bound to place confidence in the 
manipulations effected by the company’s servants. 

In this manner the sales were conducted till the autumn of 
the year 1857, when the system was altered; the immediate 
result of which was that at the first sale, which was held at 
Rotterdam, the prices obtained were pretty near to the valua- 
tions ; but at the next sale, which was held at Amsterdam only 
three days subsequently, the demand appeared to be suddenly 
extingnished, and the company had only tho alternative of 
withdrawing the coffee or selling it at ruinously low prices. 
They chose the former, aud at the same time gave notice that 
the next sale, which was advertised to be held at Middelburg a 
week later, would not take place at all. Many people were in- 
clined to ascribe this strange and unprecedented phenomenon 
to the impending financial crisis that subsequently broke out 
with devastating fury and raged through all the principal com- 
mercial emporiums of Europe. ‘This might have been partly 
the cause, aud the public thought it extremely cautious on the 
part of the company to suspend or postpone the sales in the 
face of the appalling financial difficulties that for the time 
prostrated all commercial enterprise; but nobody was 
prepared to find it used as a means of altering the 
whole system of the coffee sales in Holland. Accord- 
ing to the new system, which is still in operation, there 
are two sales held annually (alternately at Amsterdam and 
Rotterdam) of all the coftee in ‘warehouse at Amsterdam, Rot- 
terdam, Dordrecht, Middelburg, and Schiedam. All the coffee 
of the same quality lying at the different above-named ports, 
are combined into one description of quality and package, and 
sold by one sample. The conditions of sale remain as before, 

To a superficial observer it may appear that there was no 
great alteration here after all, jndeed many people considered it 
an improvement and looked at it as a simplification of the 
former ponderous machinery, to say nothing of the favourable 
effect it produced abroad when it was known that what was 
formerly sold in two or three different ports on two or three 
different days was now disposed of in a few hours in one single 
locality. But on a closer examination it was found that all the 
faults to be charged against the former system were not only con- 
tinued but greatly increased without affordingany adequate com- 
pensation, The system of mixing different sorts of coffee to make 
an average quality, which was formerly confined to each of the 
five ports separately, is now continued on a much larger scale, 
so that parcels of from fifty to eighty thousand bags are now 
frequently sold by one single sample. Those who imagine that 
the whole of the coffee is fairly represented by the sample ex- 
hibited, are woefully mistaken. It is true that as a general rule 
the bulk of the coffee is superior in quality to the samples, 
though it does not follow that this is always advantageous to the 
purchasers, For instanco, we will say there is asample officially 
described as “pale greenish” which is bought as suitable for the 
markets of Belgium and Germany. For the former country the 
paler the coffee isthe better, whilst the Germans prefer it ofa 
green colour. Now the broker who has the order to buy is 
quite ignorant whether the pale predominates over the green, or 
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the green over the pale, and is therefore liable to complaints 
and claims for compensation. This might be avoided if the 
public were permitted to examine the coffee in bulk, but this the 
company do not allow ; why, has never been satisfactorily ex- 


plained. The. only answer is, “ Because it is the custom.” It 
is—to use a homely phrase—like buying a pig in a poke. But 


even supposing that the quality is really better than the sample, 
it follows that the revenue of the country must suffer for the 
deception, as the coffee would have sold for a higher price had 
it been fairly sampled. Thus buyers and sellers become the 
dupes of this system of mixing different parcels, and not less so 
from the above-mentioned combination of brokers; and what 
tends to make the latter quite insupportable is that they re- 
quire the orders to be given them the day before the sale, and 
the merchants are left in uncertainty if their orders are executed 
or not till the day after. 

That the revenue suffers from this system, as we remarked 
above, requires no proofs. In fixing the minimum price for the 
different qualities it is, of course, the interest of purchasers to 
buy at as low a figure as possible. But when the orders exceed 
the quantity offered the merchants only get a part of what they 
wished to purchase even if they gave the broker an unlimited 
order, which also gives rise to great inconvenience and loss, 
For instance, let us say that for one particular sample repre- 
senting 50,000 bags there are orders given to purchase in the 
aggregate 60,000. Messrs. X. and Co. have given an unlimited 
order to buy 3,000 bags, but when the distribution is mado, 
they find that only 2,400 bags are allotted to them, and as 
they must have the whole quantity, they are induced after the 
sale to make up the 3,000 bags by purchasing six hundred more 
at an advance of half a cent on the sale price. Then we read 
in the Prices Current and trade circulars, “ All read," sold and 
half cent profit paid after the sale for favourite qualities.” This 
sounds very well and makes a great sensation in the European 
markets, but it is remarkable that the Government seems to 
ignore the fact thet with a better system of competition and 
free bidding in an open market, that additional hulf cent, and 
probably in most cases a great deal more, would flow into the 
coffers of the State. 

Thus we have endeavoured to show that the two chicf dis- 
advantages arising from the present system sre caused, first by 
the lumping of different qualities of coffee together and selling 
them by one single sample, and, secondly, the combination of 
brokers, who, to all intents and purposes,“enjoy a monopoly of 
the trade, and the exclusive regulation of the prices. This 
very unsatisfactory state of things might be easily done 
away with by throwing open the biddings to the free com- 
petition of any merchant or broker at the sale, and altering the 
system of selling mixed parcels by one sample. A further im- 
provement would also be found in not restricting the coffee 
sales to twice a-year, but to increase the number—say to every 
two months, as is the case with the company’s sugar sales—and 
bring forward a smaller quantity at a time, according to the 
Yequirements of the trade, And, finully, we would suggest an 
alteration in the mode of making the quotations of prices and 
sale conditions. At present the bids rise half a cent at a time, 
which is too great a jump, and represents even under the present 
exceptional high value of coffee from to $ to 1 per cent ; whilst 
taking as a standard the average of former years—say the price 
of 25 cents per kilogramme—a rise of half a cent is equivalent to 
@ full too per cent. which all experience in commercial matters 
shows to be disadvantageous both to buyers and sellers, It 
would be a great benefit and facility to the trade if the prices 
of coffee were fixed at so many florins per 100 kilogrammes, 
and the bids allowed to increase by } florin at a timo,

OUR RELATIONS WITH BRAZIL, 

(i9th.) The Earl of Matuxsnuny moved for the despatches explaining 
the ground on which the demanded from the Brazilian Govern: 
ment was assessed. That the envoy of a foreign country should be driven 





to leave us, like a swallow flying to a more genial clime at the end of the 
summer, is a matter of which we ought to tale notice. We cannot allow 
a Minister to leave us, declaring that he has been unjustly treated, and that 
he cannot remain here consistently with the dignity of his country, without 
taking some notice of it. The noble Earl read a Teter written onthe 10th 
of last month by a mn at the head of a rich and powerful English 
house in Brazil, which said: “ As I foresaw, the English question has 
raised a most powerful opposition to the present Ministry, and at this mo- 
ment there is little doubt that they will retire, and it may be that the 
Emperor will be compelled to dissolve the Chamber. I assure you the 
dispute with England is far more serious than you believe it at home.” 
Where isthat captain whose name is mentioned by Mr. Stephens as describing 
the details of a most horrible murder, and when an offer is made to the 
Foreign-office that he should attend and state all he knows we hear no more 
of that captain? Where is that man who knows all the circumstances ? 
The noble Earl, in a long speech, demanded further evidence from the 
Government of the grounds on which it had acted.—Earl Russet, in his 
reply, stated that Mr. Christie and Admiral Warren supported Mr. Vere- 
ker in his judgment that the Bazilians did not choose to produce the bodies 
for fear of the tale which those bodies would tell. That was the natural. 
inference which Her Majesty's Government drew from the pretence as to 
not finding the bodies. Some time afterwards, when Mr Vereker was 
proceeding along the coast, he found that the inhabitants of all the houses 
denied that they had ever heard of any wreck, or that they knew what had 
become of the persons who were drowned —Earl Russet.t quoted inter- 
national law to justify the reprisals made. Had the British fleet stood out 
to sea for reprisals, the commerce of Brazil would have been more :eriously 
interfered with, Is the Brazilian Government to suppose that because she 
is a weak Power she is to be allowed to wink at the murder of British 
seamen and to conceal the fact that those four men and two women were 
actually murdered? Does Brazil think that, because she is weak, impunity 
for such acts can be allowed to her? With respect to all Powers, stron 
or weak, we must demand redress for such acts, and by doing so we shal} 
ngure the protection of our commerce in all parts of the world. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


THE SUEZ CANAL. 
(12th.) Mr. D. Garrritn asked the First Lord of the Treasury 
whether @ statement published by M. Leszeps had reached the Govern: 
hat the Turkish despatch prohibiting forced labour on. 
&c., was anterior to conventions of the 1®th and 20th of 
March last, by which all the questions relating to the cutting of the canal 
were settled in conformity with the engagements of the Egyptian Govern. 
ment ; and whether those latter expressions were to be considered to mean 
the continuance of forced labour ; and, if so, whether the British Govern 
ment would oppose any such transaction. —Lord PALMERSTON said Her 
Majesty's Government knew nothing of the letter of M. Lesseps to which 
the hon. member referred. ‘The Sultan, exercising his sovereign rights, 
had extended to Egypt the law against forced labour, which had long pre 
vailed in every other part of his empire, and Her Majesty’s Government 
conceived that no foreigner, whether a person engaged in commercial 
speculations or representing a foreign Government, had any right to 
obstruct the Sultan in carrying into execution a law which was founded 
‘on a good consideration of the interests of his subjects. Of course Her 
Majesty's Government would give the Sultan every support in their power 
in carrying that law into effect. 


INDIAN AMALGAMATION SCHEME." 

(12th.) Mr. M‘Evoy asked the Secretary of State for India whether 
the terms of the amalgamation of the medical departments of the Queen's 
and of the Indian army had yet been settled, and when they would be 
stated to the House. - Sir C. Woon said that some objections were enter- 
tained at the War-office to the proposal made on the subject. He could 
not yet say what the result would be. 


JAPAN. 

(15th.) Mr. Lrppett asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs what was the precise nature of the demands made by Her Majesty's 
Government upon the Government of Japan, in the shane of reparation 
for outrages committed upon'British subjectsin that country ; and, whether 
there was any objection to state what instructions had been sent to the 
British Admiral on the station as to the steps to be taken in the event of - 
the Tycoon’s refusal to comply with those demands. As the matter was 
one of very great iimportance the hon. member wished also to ack whether 
Her Majesty's Government had any good grounds for supposing that the 
‘Tycoon had power, even supposing he had the will, to demand reparation 
from a powerful chief like the prince, by whose followers the crime had 
been perpetrated.—Mr. Lava said that some months ago a murderous 
attack had been made upon four British subjects who were riding on a 
highway near Jeddo which had been opened to foreigners by treaty. Mr. 
Richardson was killed, two other gentlemen were seriously wounded, and 
a lady escaped almost by a miracle. Her Majesty's Government had de= 
manded from the Japanese an ample and formal apology for this outrage. 
They had also demanded that £100,000 should be paid by the Govern- 
ment of Japan as a penalty for this offer His hon. friend had asked 
whether the Tycoon had power to enforce reparation from a powerful 
Daimio like the prince whose followers headed by his father had com. 
mitted the offence. Her Majesty Government had detanded that punish- 
ment should be inflicted upon that chief, and that the ferzons implicated 
in the outrage should be taken, tried, and executed in the presence of one 
or more British officers, Further. they had demanded that a sum of 
£25,000 should be paid by the prince as compensation to the family of 
those who had suffered in the assault. Whether the Japanese Govern- 









































ment had power to enforce these demands upon the prince he could not 
state, but he should know when the Government received intelligence 
from Japan. There was a still further demand upon the Tycoon, On 


the 26th June last two marines were murdered while on guard at the 





British embassy. For that Her Majesty’s Government had demanded 
£10,000 as compensation for the families of the victims. He could not of 
course state what instructions had been given to our admiral, but he 
trusted that they would be of a nature to enforce the demands of Her 
Majesty's Government. 
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NAVAL PRIZE MOONRY. 
16th.) Sir J. HAY, in moving tee second reading of this Bill, ex- 
plained the object of it to be to enable persons in the mavy who were 
entitled to prize: money to appoint agents to prosecute their claims, and 
also to alter the law with regard to the remuneration of such agents. It 
was admitted that bis Bill was a step in the right direction, and he hoped 
that, until the great promised consolidation measure made its appearance, 
the House would assent to this instalment.—Lord C. Pace thought his 
hon. and gallant friend was as good a lawyer as he was a sea captain. He 
certainly should be willing to support the Bill, were it not that it proposed 
to deal with a part only of a grest subject ; and the result would be that a 
new Act of Parliament would be thrown on the top of a good many 
others, without its being distinctly understood how tar it would affect them. 
—Mr. G. Harpy expressed himself not satisfied with the noble lord’s 
The case of the Kertch prize-money was a gross instance of 
anagement, and the delay on this question was discreditible to 
ry. This Bill was of the simplest form, and provided a very 
simple remedy. —Sir J. ELPHinstose. said that the immediate advantages 
which would be derived from the passing of this mea:ure were con- 
fiderable. ‘There were peoepects of large sume of prize-money. being 
s00n acquired in the Borneo seas. He cited instances of cases where a 
young officer, with a’ few sailors, in charge of a prize, had, under the 
existing law, been thrown loose upon the streets of London without 
funds, and not being able to apply to an ogent was without means of 
raising money to supply the wants of himself and his men. He asked 
farther, of whom it would be possible for an officer in command of a prize 
abroad to borrow money on a bottomry bond without an agent? In 1860 
the case of the Kertch prizemen occurred. He brought the matter fore 
ward, but found he could do nothing with it. However, it was found that 
an agent could be employed, and he recovered the money. and it was now 
in course of distribution. He did not think that Government had made 
out any case whatever for delay. He quite concurred with them in their 
desire to get rit of a number of statutes, end to bring them all under one. 
At the present moment it was impossible for a captain to know under what 
orders he was placed. He should, therefore, strongly recommend his hon, 
and gallant friend to persevere with the Bill. Colonel Deny said both 
in the army and navy they had had for years complaints about the non- 
distribution of priae-money. He saw no difficulty in repealing all Acts 
affecting the distribution of prize-money, and bringing in a Bill that would 
cone idate the law, But what he principally rose forfwas to impress upon 
the Government the necessity of some change in the system ‘or the distri- 
bation ut_prize-money in the army. The Burmah prize-money and the 
De ize-money had not been distributed yet.—Lord C, Pacar said 
to go against the unanimous feeling of the House. He 
Warued the House that it was taking upon itself the responsibility. —The 
Bill was then read a second time. 


EMPLOYMENT OF ARTILLERY OFFICERS IN INDIA. 

(19th.) Colonel Syxus asked the Secretary of State for India whether 
or not it be the fact that instructions have been issued by the Home autho- 
Tities to tho-e in India with the view of preventing officers of the Indian 
(now Royal) Artillery from being withdrawn from their regimente for 
staff. civil, or other detached employment, under the several local govern- 
ments, for whieh, before being trat reed under the authority of the Horse 
Guards, they were, by the regulations of the Indian service. equally eligible 
with officers of cavalry and intantry.—Sir C. Woop that there was 
no prohibition against such employment of ariillery officers. but as there 
were but ‘ew artillery officers whose services were not required with their 
regiments, they would naturally be less employed than officers of cavalry 
and infantry, 

































CHINA. 
(25th.) Lord Naas gave notice of postponement of his mation relative 
to China, until the first Supply night.—Colonel Syxes asked the Secretary 
to the Treasury how it was intended to appropriate the balance 
of the first Chinese indemnity remaining in the Treasury, and whether any 
rejected claims would be reconsidered.—-Mr. Pert said it had been decided 
more than twenty pen see that claims which had been adjudicated 
upon should not be re-opened. He had been unable to discover 
what had become of the balance of half a million dollars remaining 
in the Treasury in 1846, but he imagined it was applied towards 
the expenses of the war.—In reply to Sir W. Gatuwey, who asked 
the Secretary to the Admiralty if directions ‘had been sent to the 
Admiral in the Mediterranean to station a fast steamer between Benghazi

It was found at Polysthene, in Apulia, near Tarentum, in the 
year 1786, in a subterranean apartment of 40 feet in length, at 14 fest 
below the surface of the ground. subject of the painting in froat is 
the grand feature of Greek heroic history,—viz., the Battle of Theseus 
and Hippolyta, doubly represented, to show the issue of the contest. 
Above them, as in Olympus, are four deities—Apollo, with Diana, 
Minerva, and Hercules—corresponding to the account piven by Pausinies 
of the ornaments on the throne of Jupiter Olympius (book ¥., cap. 2). 
On the neck of the vase is a representation of Victory, as a winged female, 
in a chariot drawn by four white horses, with a laurel upright, but preceded 
py a female bearing torches, with a laurel prostrate. Surmounting the 
vase is a deity seated in a temple, holding a pattera with an egg placed 
upon it. Without the temple are four figures of attendants, two of which 
also exhibit the egg in a pattera. The shape is of the most harmouious 
Greek outline, Its height is 3 fect 6 inches, and it is in the highest state 
of preservation, At the time of Napoleon's invasion of Italy a French 
agent had been commissioned by his Government to obtain this vase, 
which had been set down, among other works of art, tc be secured and sent 
to the Louvre, The agent brought it, however, to London, and it was om. 
hearing of its arrival from the late Mr. Charles Townley, the donor of the 
marbles to the British Muscum, that it was seen and purchased by the late, 
owner—300 guineas (Jones).

exceeding a quarter of an ounce in weizht; one shilling for a letter above 
@ quarter and under half an ounce, and so on; sixpence being added for 
each additional quarter of an ounce. Letters for Alexandria, Cairo, or 
Suez, posted unpaid, will be chargeable at the rate of ninepence per quarter 
of ‘an ounce, but uo unpaid letters can be forwarded to any other place in 

ypt. 

Ove Retations witn Braztt.—lIn the instructions given by the 
British Government to her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affuires in Brazil, respect~ 
ing the suspension of diplomatic relations with Great Britain, it is stated 
that the Brazilian Government has completely misunderstood its motives, 
The sole object of her Majesty’s Government has been to obtain some 
security for the lives and properties of her Majesty's subjects who may 
have the misfortune to be shipwrecked on the coast of Rrazil, and to 
insure due respect to the persons of her Majesty's naval officers on Brazilian 
territory. The despatch continues :—* You are directed to ask for pass- 
ports for yourself and the gentlemen attached to ber Majesty's missi 
to leave Brazil. You will place the archives in the care of her Majesty's 
Consul, Mr. Westwood.” 

Mr. Caraite (Oxtenrat Bank) as M.P.—Mr. William Walter 
Cargill. of 4, Connauyht-place West, Hyde-park, a director of the 
Oriental Bank, London, has offered himself as a candidate for the repre- 
sentation of Berwick-upon-Tweed. In his address to the electors he states 
that he has always been a consistent Conservative; that he believes the 
opinions he professex to have become more popular since the American 
war; that if returned he will give earnest attention to local affiirs, and 
‘that while he will not factiously oppose the Government, he will eupport 
none of their measures having @ tendency to injure the existing institutions 
of the country. Mr. Cargill addressed the principal Conservatives in the 
King’s Arms on Thursday, Mr. W. H. Logan, of the Scotch Border 
Bank, occupyituz the chair, and afterwards proveeded in his canvass. As 
before stated, Mr. William Mitchell, of Great Stanhope-strect, London, 
is the Liberal candidate. 

Du Cuaitio’s Cotrecrionr.—A great number of naturalisis and 
curators of museums were attracted to the auction-rooms of Mr. Stevens, 
of Covent-garden, to witness and take part in the purchase of the natural 
history collection formed by M. Du Chaillu during his travels in West 
Equatorial Africa. The trustces of the British Musuem had previously 
obtained the first selection, to the extent, it is stated, of £500. Subjoined 
are a few of the principal lots sold ye.terday, viz. :—Lot 93, described as a 
magaiticent serics of gorillas—male, female, and young, in fine condition, 
the ‘two adults beautifully prepared by Mr. Wilson, the eminent taxidir- 
mist, the skeleton of the male nearly complete, that of the feinale quite 
so, and also the skcleton of a young male. The stuffed specimens in 
this lot were very familiar to the public, from long exhibition in the 
window of the office of the Field, and created a spirited competition. It 
was finally knocked down to Dr. Edward Crisp for the sum of £110, a 
‘sum much below that at which it was valued by the owner. Lot 94. The 
skin and skeleton of an adult female gorilla, purchased at an expense of 
£20 for the Oxford University Museum. Lot 96. A complete adult 
skeleton of a male gorilla, quite perfect and articulated ; a spirited contest 
also ensued for this, which was knocked down to Professor Clark for the 
Maseum of the University of Cambridge. Mr. Flower, the Conservator 
of the Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons, became the purchaser 
of lot 95, beiug the skin and skeleton of a young gorilla, for £10; also 
of lots S and U, the skia and skeleton of a bald-headed chimpanzee, for 
£10; and the young of the same, for £4. 10s. Lot 97. A complete 
adult skeleton of the female gorilla, £18, And lot 99, a magnificent 
chimpanzee, described as the largest in Europe, but in reality smaller than 
that in the Hunterian collection ; it is believed that this lot was bought in 
at £18. The prices rvalised by the sale of birds were too insigaificant to 
notice. 

‘Tue Cay acatnst Catcurra.— Our Eastern Empite,” says The 
T “is actually constituted of an assemblage of nations speaking 
different languages, enjoying different climates, and characterised by 
different institutions, manners, and opinions. We may certaialy call this 

regate by the name of India, if we please to do so, just as the ancients 
applied the term to still moze extensi e regions, and included under that 
designation the present territories of Burmah and Siam. But the real 
name of the country in which Calcutta is situated is Bengal, and Bengal 
is about the last province in which the seat of Government would be esta- 
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blithed if we had to enter upon the admlaistration of the whole empire.f 
the first time at this moment, ‘The province of Bengal is populous and 
productive, and its capital stands as it were on the sea, and is therefore 
easily accessible. But though these conditions represent so many ad 
vantages in English eyes, the truth is that Bengal never, in all the long 
annals of Indian history, was selected for the seat of power, There is no 
province or State in the whole empire which bas had so little connection 
with Royalty or dominion. India was always governed, as far as it 
was governed at all, from some point in the North-West. In the earliest 
times the law went forth from Oude; afterwards fiom Agra, Lahore, or 
Delhi, There were famous kinydoms in Central India, and in the South 
also, but there were no such monarchies in Bengal. When we first set 
foot in those parts Bengal was governed like an outlying dependency by an 
offiver of the Sovereign, and within the memory almost of living men tie 
actual residence of that Sovereign was regarded by the inhabitants of Fort 
William—now Calcutta—as ‘an object of remote inquiry.’ If we bad 
been as little aggressive as the Portuguese of Goa, the Mogul reigning at 
Dethi need have troubled himself very little about the foreign merchants 
established in Bengal. Our footing was obtained in a corner of the empire 
as completely dissociated from its capital as Canton from Peking, and the 
proceedings, indead, which have led to our present condition might be 
iMustrated from the case of China, by imagining that, after gradually ad- 
vancing from Canton and absorbing’ the whole Celestial Empire, we had 
still kept the seat of Government at Canton itself, and had attempted to 
rule the whole population up to the Great Wall from that point.” 

Extrapupinary Crvecty IN AN INpIan Recitent.—We noticed 
in our laft the extraordinary cruelty practised in an_Indian regiment, and 
which resulted in the death of Sergeant-Major Lilley, at a time he was 
under arrest, because he was known to be an adverse witness on a question 
affecting the conduct of his commanding officer. The public have heard 
with satisfaction that Colonel Crawley, of the Enniskillen Dragoons, is to 
he brought before a court-martial to answer the circumstances attending 
the death of Serzeant-Major Lilley. Up to this time the case has been 
left in a state with which no one could possibly be content. A brave and 
honest soldier, with the best of characters, earned by twenty years of irre 
proachable service, was ordered into close arrest in a climate where such 
confinement implies the worst of torture, and thus detained for twenty- 
seven dreadful ways, At the expiration of that time he perished miserably, 
and his sick wife, who had shared his incarceration, followed him to the 
grave a few days afterwards. ‘The proceedings which ended so fatally 
were altogether disgraceful. A fine cavalry regiment had become de 
moralised, mainly from the accession of Colonel Crawley to its command ; 
and the death of the sergeant is but a finele to a seris of disreputable 
squabbles. Colonel Crawley’s superiors had sanctioned the confinement— 
the illegal confinement—of Sergeant- Major Lilley, but not his cruel confines 
ment. ‘It was stated,” said Lord Hartington, “and he believed truly, that 
Sergeant-Major Lilley was confinedin a manner which was not only severe, 
but cruel.” ‘That eruelty, which was most certainly inflicted, the colonel 
declares he never ordered. He throws the blame on a subaltern, who in 
turn makes ‘‘a distinctly opposite allegation.” Great dissatisfaction is ex 
pressed that the court-martial of Colonel Crawley will not take place in 
England, as some of the chief witnesses are now resident here. The dis» 
cussion that has taken place in Parliament indicates a determination to 
search closely into those regulations which have permitted this xad result. 

Fuyps anp PeNsionsns or Gresxwice Hoserrat.—Too many offi- 
cials are found to be feathering their nests at this noble institution to the 
injury of others. Secretaries, clerks, cashiers, and stewards are getting 
in pay, houses, coals, and fees, an cquivalent of more than £700 a year, 
and there is an army of managers to be provided for. It is in this ignoble 
manner that the revenues of the wives and widows and children of the 
pensioners are consumed. It is in this grasping and unfeeling spirit that 
the managers of the hospital extrude from the building the proper objects 
of the charity, and, in words that we will remember, devour the widows’ 
houses.” ‘There is a surplus now, because the pensioners are so few. But 
the Admiralty cannot impose upon the hospital a permanent charge for 
women and chiliren without in proportion curtailing the number of the 
pensioners, or docking the establishment of officers. The Admiralty, by 
their Bill of 1861, have already sentenced to abolition military offices now 
absorbing £5,000 a year, two out of three civil commissionerships, and @ 
host of useless offices besides. In 1863 they asked one of the commis« 
sioness to retire on full pay, and appointed a fourth commissioner, in reck 
Jess disregard of the claims on the hospital funds. It is ramoured now tha, 
they are about to offer a sop to public opinion, by announcing with a 
flourish of trumpets the distribution among the pensioners’ wives of a sum 
of about £2,000 a year, and a recognition of the pensioners widows to the 
extent of giving them a bonus to remove to other parishes. It is not by 
niggardiy concessions such as these. given while they are keeping up the 
salaries of the officers, that they can arrest the public indignation, which is 
only slumbering. 

Aproinraen 1s AND Tires. —The Queen has been graciously pleased 
to give orders for the appointment of Rear-Admiral the Hon. Euward 
Alfred John Harris, Her Majesty's Minister Plenipotentiary to the >w'ss 
Confederation, and Horatio Nelson Lay, Esq., employed with the special 
mission of the Earl of Elgin to China, in the years 1837 and 1808, to be 
Ordinary Members of the Civil Division of the Third Class, or Com- 
panions of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, The Queen has 
been pleased to approve of Mr. Ludwig Wiese as Consul at Victoria, 
Hong Kong, for His Majesty the King of Sweden and Norway. The 
Queen has alto been pleased to approve of Mr. Walter Graham as Consul 
at Capetown for the United States of America. 

Attantic Tsteorapas.—Mr. Cyrus W. Field is now arranging for 
a telegraph across the North Atlantic, via Queenstown and Newfoundland. 
Signor Arturo de Marcoarty, chief engineer of the Spanish corps, is now 
in New York preparing to undertake to lay a telegraphic cable across the 
Southern Ailantic, from Cape St. Vincent to Cape St. Roque. 

AN experimental depot has been formed in the park at Vincennes for @ 
Japenese species of silkworm, which docs not require the mulberry for 
food, being salisfied to nibble oak leaves.

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WAR WITH JAPAN. 

‘Tue anticipated evil is on the point of being realised. We 
have sent in our ultimatum to the Japanese Government. Even 
while we write the dogs of war may be let loose, and English 
sailors may be employed in the destruction of Yokuhama. Our 
intercourse with Japan ever since the Consular figg was hoisted 
at Kaangawa hns been tending to this end, and everybody hns an- 
ticipated and deplored the probability of a rupture. It seems as 
though this were destined to be the inevitable effect of Anglo- 
Saxon advancement—as though by some stern law, which we are 
powerless to resist, civilisation and commerce required in the 
first place a sterner advocate than the missionary, a more stalwart 
pioneer than the merchant. Yet it is a sign of weakness, if not 
of superstition, to discern in a result which our own conduct 
has to some extent precipitated, the token of an irresistible 
decree. Doubtless there is a Divinity that shapes our ends to 
wise uses, “ rough hew them how we will ;” but not the less are 
we responsible for the unsightly workmanship that requires thus to 
be moulded. Tf, on the whole, our conduct in Japan bas been 
worthy of Christians and Englishmen, there can be no doubt that 
in several instances we have disgraced our characier in both re- 
spects. But let that pass. The fear Earl RusseL expressed 
a few years ago that we should bedrawn into a war with Japan, 
as we had been with every other Eastern nation with which we 
had been brought into contact, is too nearly being realised to 
make it worth while at this moment to moralise on the past. 
Let us rather look our present position in the face. It is one 
which may we'l cause serious disquictude. 

In the House of Commons, on the 15th inst., Mr. Layarp, 
in replying t Mr. Lippe t, said he had no objection to state 
the demands mace by Her Majesty’s Government upon the 
Government of Japan, and he then went on to say that an 
ample apology was required for the murder of Mr. RicHaRp- 
SON, together with the payment of £100,000 as the penalty for 
that offence; that the Government demanded the execution 
of the persons implicated, and also the further sum of 
£25,000 from the Prince Satsuma as compensation to Mr. 
Bicwarpson’s family. No doubt the Unier-Secretary of 
State considered that he was extremely frank in making these 
statements, which he could the more easily do as they were all 
perfectly well known before; but with regard to the orders sent 
to Admiral Kuper, in the very probable event of our demands 
being refused, the oracle was unfortunately dumb. This was 
the only point upon which the country required information, 
but we are told it would not be “in accordance with precedent” 
to afford it. We must wait, in fact, until the Admiral has 
carried out his instructions, and when a full account of his 
actions arrives from the Far East, the House, which, like Miss 
Dartzez, “ouly asks for information,” will no doubt be duly 
supplied with that article in the stereotyped official form. But 
in the meanwhile we must judge for ourselves of the coercive 
measures which would, in all likelihood, be adopted if an un- 
favourable reply was received from the ‘Tycoon, With a con- 

siderable fieet lying in the harbour of Yokuhama, it will not be 
much trouble to bombard and destroy that city, and we think 
it probable that the Cina Mait is correct in supposing that this 
will be our first aggressive act. The fact that two French and 
two Dutch men-of-war were present with the English fleet whea 
the demands were made shows that they were considered 
equitable by Frence snd Holland, and that the course 








a 
we may adopt will have the sanction of those Powers. It is 
certainly well that in this anticipated conflict we should have 
the moral if not the material aid of our European neighbours, 
America, who, by the way, is said to be supplying Japan with 
arms and ammunition, will probably continue the line of policy 
she has adopted hitherto, and either stand aloof from the con- 
test altogether, or throw her weight, such as it is, into the 
adverse scale, not by actively opposing us, but by tacitly en- 
couraging the Government of the Tycoon. In another column 
our Amsterdam correspondent furnishes a list of twenty-six 
vessels, lately purchased by the nobles and princes, and there 
can be little doubt but that these purchases have been made for 
the purpose of defence, when the time should arrive to resist 
our demands. 

A high-spirited, brave, and warlike people are not likely to 
yield to any demands after the destruction of one of their cities, 
which they refused to allow before. Indeed, if we laid waste 
half-a-dozen Japanese towns it is doubtful if we should gain 
anything by the achievement, and it is certain that we should 
lose, what we at present possess, the goodwill of the common 
people. But is there not a wiser plan to be adopted? It will 
be remembered that, immediately after the murder of Mr. 
RicHarpsoy, it was suggested that we should take the punish- 
ment of Satsuma into our own hands by attacking him in his 
own territory; and we are now told that the Mayor of Kana- 
gawa has himself suggested that we could gain all the satise 
faction we require by the seizure of the Loo Choo Islands. Such 
an act would be one of direct retribution, and so far from necessa- 
rily involving a war with Japan, might prove a material assistance 
to the Japanase Government. It is not improbable that that 
Government may grant to us the pecuniary indemnity we re- 
quire, but it is beyond the bounds of probability to expect that 
it will comply with our demands by the punishment of SHrmap- 
z00 SaBano. Such an act, done upon cowpulsion, would de- 
grade the Government in the eyes of the people, and if it had 
the will to comply, the power is probably wanting. By under- 
taking the punishment of this Prince ourselves we should vindi- 
cate our national honour, without inflicting an irreparable injury 
on Japan. 

If the Japanese empire were within a few hundred miles of 
our own shores the interest caused by the warlike position of 
affairs would be intense. The peace party would sound an 
alarm; the just demands of Great Britain, or her unrighteous 
claims, would be asserted or denounced in every metropolitan or 
provincial newspaper; public meetings would be held ; depute 
tions would wait upon Lord PansrersTon to receive, perhaps, @ 
polite and witty rebuff for their trouble, and the current of 
political life would be stirred to its very depth. But the distance 
which separates us from Japan enables us to view the proba- 
bility of a war with a powerful, if semi-civilised nation, with 
singular equanimity. The Englishman who reads The Times at 
breakfast with as much regularity as he partakes of that meal, 
learns that foreigners are embarking their goods in expectation 
of the breaking out of hostilities, but he scarcely pauses to 
think how much is implied in those few significant words. 
Those, however, and we suspect that they are comparatively few 
in number, who know something more of Japan than hus been 
conveyed to them by travellers’ stories, and who are alive to the 
value of our political and commercial relations with tbat won- 
derful land, will pause with intense interest over the intelligence 
thus briefly conveyed. The hope they might have entertained 
for the advancement of Christianity in that country is summarily 
arrested. They will deplore the injury inflicted on our commerce 
—an injury which in many instances will prove irreparable—and 
they will lament the expense of life and treasure which a war will 
entail on Great Britain together with the sufferings we must inflict 
on the Japanese before we can attain our end; and they will, 
perhaps, consider it possible that we shall lose more than we 
shall gain in a conflict which may be politically expedient but 
can neither add glory to our arms nor give stability to our com- 
meree, 





THE OPENING OF WESTERN CHINA. 

WE are glad to observe that the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce are again moving in the matter of Captain SpRrz’s pro- 
ject. Almost all the Chambers of this country have now brought 
their influence to bear on the question, und, with any other man 
in the place of Sir Cartes Woop, we believe the project 
would have ere this been properly encouraged. Captain 
Sprre does not ask Government to accept his statements as all 
gospel, but he craves “fair investigation of his plans, which 
“ have received the approval of the Euglish officials in Burmah.”” 
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Sir Cuanzes Woop, like all officials high in office, turns a deaf 
ear to progress in trade, and no doubt adds, “ Bother this fellow, 
“he must wait.” The following is from the Manchester 
Guardian :— The Manchester Chamber of Commerce decided 
“ on Wednesday, the 17th inst., to forward a memorial to Lord 
“ Patmerston urging upon his Lordship’s attention the long- 
neglected scheme of Captain Spry for opening up Western 
© China to British enterprise. It is sometimes difficult in this 
active and pushing uge to distinguish accurately which of the 
* vast number of schemes that are being constantly put forward 
gre mere personal and utopian hobbies, and which are propo- 
“ gals directed to a really practicable and beneficial end. We 
* are so much accustomed in these days to ‘promoters’ and 
“ their golden predictions that it is not easy, as a general rule, 
“ to bring the plain practical English mind to take an absorbing 
interest in anything which docs not appear to offer immediate 
“and palpable advantages. This form of scepticism is not 
“ without its value, but it is evident that in its wide prevalence 
“ it must often consign to the same doom projects as opposite 
« in character as an excursion to the mo and the enterprise 
“which our Chamber of Commerce has commended to the 
favourable consideration of Her Mujesty’s Goverament. 
Captain Sprye has certainly great reason to complain of the 
* official obstinacy and non-official indifference le has encoun- 
tered in his efforts to do what we believe to be a great public 
* service to his country.” 


NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 

The China and Japan Steam Company are despatching 
another steamer to China. The screw steamer Mona was 
built at Stockton in the present year. Her tonnage is put 
down at 900 tons, and her engines of 150-horse power. She 
has been built under inspection, and fitted expressly for the 
local trade in Chinese waters. She is now loading for the Cape 
and Singapore, and will sail in about a fortnight. 

A paddle-wheel steamer, to be commanded by Captain Rowe 
late of the Philippine, of about 900 tons, is building by Messrs 
Samuda, on Thames, for Messrs. George Barnet and Co,, of 
Shanghai ; and a large screw is also building on Thames, under 
the superintendence of Captain Jones, late of the Ballarat, for 
the direct tea trade. A large screw for the direct tea trade, and 
double screw is building on the Clyde for despatch to China, 
in addition to the two building by Messrs, Denny, noticed in 
our last.

The Rival Races, Eugene Sue’s magnificent romance, pub- 
lished in English by tho celebrated house of Trubner and Co., 
to which we are indebted for the re-issue of the most valuable 
of continental literature, has made a decided sensation. It 
presents in one continuous story the contest through several 
centurics, in church and camp, in love and war, between alieus 
of the soil and dwellers in Fran‘ish land.—Vol. II. of a most 
attractive magazine, entitled, The Rose, the Shamrock, and the 
Thistle, printed by women, and published by Miss M. A. 
Thompson, at the Caledonian Press, Edinburgh, appears in 
elegant form. The contents are original, varied, and attractive, 
including a most delightful story, “Miriam’s Sorrow,” and 
brief but excellent contributions from some of our first writers. 
Amidst the articles is “A Day at Hong Kong” by a resident, 
communicated by Admiral Hercules Robinson, and which 
affords a vivid picture of its scenic appearance, and the social 
and business life of its people—The first number of the 
Chinese and Japanese Repository, under the editorship of 
Professor Summers and others, will appear on the 1st July. 
One of the leading and most attractive publications of the 
season is from the celebrated house of Messrs. Edmonston and 
Douglas, Edinburgh, entitled Life in Normandy, being 
sketches of French fishing, farming, cooking, choice sketches 
of natural history, with so much of politics as mingles in the 
current thonghts and sentiments of the people. It is beau- 
tifully illustrated by tinted lithographs, and opens up most 
amusing scenes portrayed by one thoroughly intent on seeing 
what the people of Normandy are doing all their lives, and 
how they gather from lund and sea the means of existence. 
This is no ordinary book ; the author looks on the economy of 
the kitchen as a science to be studied, and writes in a racy and 
healthful tone—Mr. T. Cautley Newby has, amidst other en- 
gaging novels, issued one by Mrs. Octavius F. Owen, entitled 
Srowed Up, in which modern fashionable life and its arti- 


ficialities, the conventional life of the “ old school” and its pecu. 
liarities are treated with that unrestricted freedom of action 
which may be termed naturalness, and embodied in a number of 
individuals, whose intermingling affords striking contrasts and 
some rich effects, in a story in which the emotions of love 
flow onward, intertwining with varied occurrences and eventa, 
Mrs. Owen has drunk deeply of poetical inspiration, and displays, 
with philosophical insight into character, great dramatic power. 
Messrs. Adam and Charles Black, of Edinburgh, have published 
the third edition of Chemical Lectures on the Principles and 
Practice of Medicine, by Dr. John Hughes Bennett, Professorof the 
Institute of Medicine in the University of Edinburgh. Tho work 
is enriched with five hundred engravings, and is a vast repertoire 
of learning, which may be considered as representing the sum 
of existing science. The study of this work is a medical eda- 
cation in itself,and no student employing it can be at a loss 
either as to the character of the appearances presented by dis- 
ease, or the proper treatment of complaints at their several 
| stages—Messrs, Edward Moxon and Co, an exquisite disser= 
| tation, metaphysical in its character,on Hamlet, by Dr. Conolly. 
The enquiry pursued is as to whether the madness was real or 
feigned, and here the skill and learning and analytical experience 
of the physician, joined to the varied accomplishments of the 
scholar, are brought to bear upon the point. Wonderful and 
| Startling is the light thus thrown even on passages with which 
all are familiar. A further insight is given into the workings 
of Shakspeare’s own mind—possibly of his experience. The 
delicate boundary between excited feeling which yct maintains 
ita reasoning purpose, and maduess temporary or permanent, 
is drawn with masterly skill. ‘The style is singularly pure and 
elegant.—Of useful and practical publications one of the most 
j serviceable is undoubtedly the edition published by Messrs.

FRANCE IN THE FAR EAST. 
(tHE TmMES.) 

Tt is insisted that we ought to know a great deal more about the French 
settlements s0 lately placed between Singapore and Hong Kong. We 
are told that a greater fortress than Sebastopol is being raised up In these 
Indian waters; that an impregnable fortress and an iromense naval station 
are just interposed in the very track of our trade. These French settle- 
ments occupy or command the delta of a mighty river, open at all 
times to vessels of the deepest draught and protected by an island 
which is itself rich in anchorages. The immediate possessions re backed 
by hilly provinces of great fertility, abounding in cattle, and offering at 
once facilities and temptations to further conquests. The swampy sunder- 
bunds which proved deadly to the early invaders have been made habitable 
by drainage and good barracks. ‘the French soldiers die so patiently! A 
succession of wasted armies has made the Metidja wholesome, and has 
made the Tierra Caliente traversable. At the same fisacrice and per- 
severance Saigon may yet become a healthy station. We are told that 
the fortifications are ‘already very strong, and that old, worn- 
out ships of war are continually landing their guns, and taking up their 
position os hospitals or factories. Four thousand cooli 
employed in strengthening the place. New lines of 
thrown up far beyond the bounds of the old Annamite 
being formed in all directions. There are the Commissar 
artillery ground, the dockyard, the coal stores, with a nucle 
tons, and we may be sure that the Adrniral’s house, and the 
Chief of the Staff, and the Observatory, and the electric telegraph have 
not been forgotten. Four thousand European soldiers and an auxiliary 
compe of drilled natives occupy military stations commanding & 
wide region reticulated by rivers; and while a ship of tke line and 
three or four frigates lie in the lower waters, twelve small screw gun- 
boats are kept constantly employed running about the narrow waters 
and visiting the different stations. Everything is done on an Im- 

rial scale. An army of coolies is digging a wide canal, 
in order at the'same time to drain the European quarter and to enable the 
gunboats to protect it ; large streets, and even boulevards, are marked out 
on the margin of this long canal, and warehouses and “ godowns” are 
rising to tempt the commerce which still hesitates to settle, If lavish exe 
penditure of courage and life and skill and treasure can make Saigon at 
once a Sebastopol and a Singapore, that result will be accomplished. It 
is but a part, say the warning voices among us, of a great scheme. Saigon, 
in the event of a French war, would be like a robber’s den on our path to 
China, and poor peaceful and defenceless Singapore and Hong Kong would 
be its unresisting victims. So we are Stperted todo a thousand things, 
whereof the fortification of the Bay of Islands and batteries upon 
two entrances to Hong Kong harbour are but the smallest 
items. We have no fear of France as a coloniser. There 
is too much of the clank of the sabre in every city she builds, and too 
much of the ring of the rifle in every market she opens. We have not 
heard much yet of the commercial doings of Saigon, nor are we informed 
that our Singapore Chinamen are thinking of transferring their business

to those well-prepared quarters. If Saigon does not pay as a commer 
we may depend upon it that it will not pay asa war port, and 
‘should pay as. commercial port, we shall find our best account in dealing 
with it. Our Government will, of course, in their general view of this 
great Empire, “take a note” of the existence of Saigon; but we cannot 
conscientiously return the compliment paid us by our French friends in 
of that Red Sea rock by the expression of any very serious alarm 

about their new Sebastopol in the Eastern seas. 








THE WEEKLY SERVICE TO BOMBAY. 

We believe the following notice in the Bombay Gazette to be 
premature. The question is still in abeyance, the offers made 
for the service being too expensive to entertain :— 

“The question of a weekly mail between England and Bombay is now 
settled, and the contract for carrying it out has been, as might have been 
expected, given to the Peninsular and Oriental Company, the only com- 
oes at presont organised with resources adequate to the service that will 

Tequired of it. Though it is said the P. and O. Company will com- 
ence the weekly mail service as soon as they have placed a requisite 
number of steamers at Bombay, to enable them to conduct it with effi- 
ciency, we believe there is very little probability of a commencement 
being made before January next.” 








TUE CHINA STEAMER “BOMBAY CASTLE.” 

The screw-steamer Bombay Castle, Captain Wadge, belonging to the 
‘China Merchant Steam Navivation Company, met with a most unfortunate 
accident on the moming of the 21st May, by being capsized and laid upon 
her starboard beam in the dry dock. 

The Bombay Castle has been lying in the graving dock off the Fort 
for upwards of two months, undergoing a thorough overhaul, including 
new boilers, &. Her repairs having been completed, it was determined 
t move her into the harbour. For this purpose preparations were made 
im the usual manner, and everything proceeded satisfactorily until the 
Yessel was afloat. No sooner was she clean off the ground than she gave 
first a list on the starboard side, and then heeled right over on the same 
side. scene that ensued it would be impossible to describe. The 
‘tmost cons.ernation prevailed. and the most extraordinary reports were 
current as to the auraber of killed and wounded. But only twenty or 
thirty lascars and coolies are found to be hurt, two or three seriously, 
Fears were entertained that some cnolies engaged in the hold at 
the time were crushed by the falling ballast and ‘machinery, but an 
examination of the lower deck and held has proved that no lives have 
been lost. 

As alreadv stated, the vessel has completely turned over on her side, 
her decks being almost perpendicular. Her bulwarks are smashed. her 
masts are sprung and splintered. her rigging is destroyed, and her engines 
are broken up. “The ballast and debris are being rapidly removed, after 
which there will be litile difficulty in righting her. 

Various reports are current as to the cause of the disaster. Some say 

the weight on deck caused her to list, and thus produced the catas- 
trophe ; but the precaution had been taken of putting into her some forty 
tons of extra ballast. Others assert that she was not properly afloat when 
shores gave way. However this may be, it is providential that the 
accident occurred where it did. Had she gained the open harbour, and 
capsized there the loss of the vessel would have been certain, and of life 
‘The pecuniary loss to the company is estimated to be about 











The Bombay Castle has hitherto done more for the success of the com- 
Pany to which she belongs than any other vessel they own. She has been 
commanded by Captain “ adge—one of the company’s oldest and most 
trusted cervants, and one of the most experienced seamen that ever sailed 
out of Bombay—ever since she was bought by her present owners. We 
hope that the hull will be found to have sustained no serious damage, and 
that Captain Wadge will again have the pleasure of sailing in her at no 
distant date. We may remark that he was not in the dock when the acci- 
dent happened. 











Ovation To Cartats Speke AND GRrant.—These illustrious 
travellers, who have just returned from Egypt after their successful 
ur in discovering the source of the Nile, were entertained at the 
Royal Geographical Sucicty on the 22nd inst. Sir Roderick Murchison 
introduced them with several compliments, and called on Captain Speke 
to read his paper. Captain Speke commenced his paper, “ The Nile and 
its Tributaries Compired,” by describing the Lake Nyanza, the principal 
head of the Nile. his lake is situated in lat. 3 deg. S., and from that 
point to its debouchure, in the Mediterranean, in lat. $1 deg. N., the 
Nile traverses a dist.nce of over 8,000 geographical miles, or nearly one- 
tenth of the circumference of the earth. It is to the west and north of 
Karagwe that the great lake receives its largest supply of terrestrial water, 
through the medium of the Kitangule river, which drains off the Luero- 
Jo-Urigi and many minor lakes. “These laes are all mere puddies com. 
pared to the Nyanza; but the Kitangule is a noble river, sunk low in the 
earth, like a huge canal, and measuring 80 yards across. The question 
row arises, what forms these lakes without number? The mountains of 
the moon, from whence they derive their water, are in the middie of the 
ray zone, where he observed, in 1862, that no less than 293 days out of 
the year were more or less wet days. The first place from which he ob- 
tained a view of Lake Nyanza during the second expedition was from 
the town of Mashonde, in the Uddu portion of the country of Uganda, 
on the western side of the lake. Pursuing his way northward along the 
shore to the valley of Katonga, which is situated on the Equator, the land 
above the lake becomes very beautiful, being composed of low sandstone 
hills deeply scored and seamed by the heavy rains, coyered with gigantic 
of unsurpassed verdure, and by dells of trees as tall and straight as 

the blue gums of Australia. Travelling, however, is most irksome in 
this part of the country, for, owing to the gradual subsidence of all the 
streams, the moorlands eurrounding them are mere networks of rushes 
covering unfathomable soft bogs. Crossing the Equator he reached the 











Mworango, a stream of moderate size, and said to flow out of the lake. 
Tt runs north, and joins the Nile in the kingdom of Unyoro, when its 
name is ebanged to Kafa. Further on® the Luajerri follows its 
example, and still further on, at the centre of the Northern coast 
of the lake, issues the parent stream of the Nile, felling over rocks 
of an ingen‘ous character, and forming falls 12 ft. high, which he 
kad christened by the name of the “ Ripon Falls,” in honour of the Presi- 
dent of the Geographical Society at the time of the starting of the crea 
tion. The escape of the Nyanza’s waters, twenty miles north of the 
Equator, was the only outlet examined, owing to the barbarous restrictions 

laced on travellers by the kinz of the country. They, however, saw the 
junction of the Nile with the Kafu and Acua rivers, and crossed the 
Luajerri half-way between its escape from the lake and its junction with 
the parent stream. Proceeding down the Nile from the Ripon Fulls, they 
first passed through a row of sandstone hills, after which the river rushes 
down due north with the beauty of a mountain torrent, running off at last 
into long flats, more like a lake than a river. In Unyoro it is increased 
by the contributions of the Cafu and Luajerri, and continues navigable as 
far as the Karuma Falls, where it rushes on with boisterous liveliness, 
They could not continue their passage beyond this point, owing to a war 
that was raging in the country. They next met the old river in the Madi 
country, where it still bears the unmistakable character of the Nike— 
long flats and long rapids. Here it is that another great feeder from the 
Nyanza lake, the Asua river, joins it on the eastern side. On the other 
side a long flat extends far into the country—as far, Captain Speke 
believes, as the little Luta Nziga lake. Wi-h the rest of the Nile we 
ought to be well acquainted, but little is really known about it, owing to 
the fact of no ante Wartiig yet taken the trouble to place nilometers at 
Proper spots. Proceeding onwards, the next great affluent is the Bahr-el- 
Ghazal, which joins the Nile with hardly any visible stream, having more 
the appearance of a lake than a river. ‘The second is the Gcrallve river, 
which may be said to be only one-third of the Nile in size at its point of 
junction. Its source has yet to be discovered. Its character suggests the 
possibality of its coming from Lake Nyanza, ‘The third affiuent is the 
Southven Sobat river, also full and navigable, The Northern Sobat they 
passed without knowing it, 

‘Tue Crinese in Ausra atia.—The (London) Australian and New 
Zealand Gazette writes on this subject:—‘ We ventured to point out on. 
several occasions the impolicy of this course of conduct. What was re- 
quired for the colony was abundance of labour ; there were vast stores of 
wealth to be extracted, and the labours“of the Orientals could but result in 
addition to the aggregate wealth of the colony. The enriching of the 
Chinese by their own labours would by no means impoverish the colonists, 
and, though many might return with the produce of their labour to their 
own country, there would still be a large majority who would settle in the 
country and become useful members of society. The accounts, too, which 
they would give to their countrymen would be the mezns of diffusing more 
accurate knowledze throughout China respecting those who are regarded 
as the outer barbarians, We are glad to find that our views on this subject 
have been proved to be correct. ‘The Chinese, who had never previously 
emigrated in numbers from their own flowery land, could not resist the 
attractions of the gold fields of California, and the experience which they 
there obtained served but to whet their appetite for similar enterprise in 
Australia; and not even the restrictions placed by the laws cf China upon 
emigration were sufficient to restrain the people. Certainly these adven- 
turous Chinese were badly treated. ‘They were not permitted by the laws 
of their own country to leave their native land, and they were not permitted 
to set foot upon the country which had so many attractions for them, 
Laws, however, proved, as they will ever prove to be, ineffectual when t 
seek to impose uncalled-for restrictions upon a people. It was soon foun 
that the Chinese who went up to the gold fields were a most industrious, 
hard-working, and frugal set of men. They were, as a rule inoffensive, 
and were satisfied with a rate of remuneration and a mode of life to which 
the European would have many objections to offer.”

The gunboat Renard, Commander Charles J. Rowley, arrived at Ply- 
mouth on the 20h inst. She let Hong Kong November 30, 1862; 
Labuan, February 9, 1863; Singapore on the 20th, Finlingo Islands 
March 7; the Cape of Good Hope, April 25; St. Helena, May 8; and 
Ascension on the 14th of the same month. "The Renard has been in 
commission three ycars and nine months, during which period she was 
employed in the operations in the north of China, then at Nanking, in the 
Yang-tse, afterwards in Japan, and on the coast of Boraeo. During her 
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passage to England she has experienced unusually fine weather. She has 
lost a cons rable number of men and officers by sickuess. Her 
machinery is in tolerable condition, but her bull is said to be unequal to 


the rotation of the engines. She was commissioned at Sheerness in 1859, 
and her crew will be paid off there. 

His Imperial Russian Majesty's screw steam-corveite, Posadnick, 10, 
Capt. Berilef, and the screw steam gunboats Nayesdnick, 8, Commander 
Kanargezvski, and Kasboynick, Commander Papof, arrived in the Sound. 
They left Singapore January 22, Batavia, February 3, and the Cape of 
Good Hope, April 13. 

Notices were issued throughout the departments at Woolwich, an- 
nouncing that a close holiday will be observed on Monday, the 29th 
inst., the anniversary of Her Majesty's coronation, so that the establish.

It is with considerable anxiety that the public look forward 
to the approaching debates on the Colonial Budget in the First 
Chamber of the States-General.. In the meantime the re- 
actionary organs are not idle in their endcavours to keep up 
and increase the excitement. They maintain that the Senate, 
in order to act with consistency, ought to throw overboard Mr. 
Fransen van de Putte’s budget as they did that of Mr, 
Uhlenbeck. 

In the Second Chamber the commission charged with the 
preliminary examination of the Bill fur the construction of a 
railroad between Samarang and the Regencies has presented its 
report, which has called forth a reply from the Colonial Minister. 
The debates will now shortly be commenced, but I have not 
heard that a day has been fixed for it. During the whole of 
the fortnight, since the departure of the last mail, the Chamber 
has been engaged in settling the absorbing principle of the 
railways at bome, which were mostly constructed with public 
money. But they have now just passed a Bill with an over- 
whelming majority—59 votes to 11—authorisiug the Govern- 
ment to lease the railroads to private companies,

FRANCE, 

Admiral Bonnard’s report of his miesion to the Annawnite Court is pub- 
lished in the Afoniteur at great length. The anxiety of arranging and 
cairying out the ceremony of exchanging the treaties cost Annam one of 
its best statesmen, by name “Lam,” who died of cholera, brought on by 
overwork, in a few hours. 20,000 men were under arms, and all the ele- 
phants of Hué-fo drawn up round the palace, on the occasion of the inter- 
view of that ambassador with “ Tu-Duc.” ‘Th Europeans were, by special 
permission, allowed to approach His Majesty like men, that is, with head 
erect, and looking to the sky,” instead of “a la mode des quadrupédes,” 
and were also permitted to wear their arms, After the ceremony, His 
Majesty Tu-Duc sent an au'ograph letter in verse to Admiral Bonnard to 
be delivered into the hands of the Emperor of the French. In the interests 
of European literature it is to be hoped that these Royal verses will be 
given to the public. In the meantime we give a specimen of the prose of 
His Annamite Majesty :—‘ The ambassadors who have supported all the 
fatigues of a journey here have given a striking proof of their merits. For 
this reason the Emperor of Annam praises them, and congratulates them 
on their mission. When the ambassadors have returned to their own 
sovereigns they will say that, peace having been to-day concluded, in 
future all things should be treated pacifically, and then the most sincere 
friendship will exist for ever for the happiness of the nations. Let the 
ambassadors engrave these words on their memories; it is for that that 
Tu-Duc pronounces them.”

EXTRAORDINA RY MATRIMONIAL CASE.—RAMSAY V, STEWART. 

‘This was a very peculiar action for libel. The defendant pleaded not 

guilty, and a justification. The circumstances connected, and which 
d in evidence, were as follows :—Tne plaints, Captain Alexan 

msay, of Morne-park, near Newry, ha Scemerly been in the 42nd 
Highlanders, and he brought this action to vindicate his character. The 
libels charged that plaintiff's conduct was that of a coward, a violator of the 
usages of society, and unbecoming the character of a man of honour and 
a gentleman, and that, if necessary, defendant would denounce and brand 
it, Lieutenant Stewart and his wife resided formerly at St. Helena. The 
lady was about to give her husband the most interesting of the pledges of 
matrimonial affection, and in the absorbing interest begot of the forth- 
‘coming event it was decided that a voyage to England and an accouche- 
ment with the aid of chloroform and the best medical advice were indis- 
pensable. Licutenant Stewart, who had handsomely increased his wife's 
allowance of a hundred a year by docking sixty pounds a-year from his 
own, does not aeem to have been able to sustain those pains of absence his 
wife depicted so eloquently, and though the lady had left St. Helena at 
at the end of 1860, the husband managed to effect an arrival on English 
soil as early as June, 1861. But the vanity of human wishes never wit- 
nessed a more instructive elucidation. He did see his wife, and did see 
his child, but not precisely under the circumstances in which his fancy had 
been painting them during his homeward voyage. He saw his wife after 
spending more than a y looking her up, and then only by forcibly 
introducing himself to her presence; and if he saw his child earlier it was 
only through the kindness of Sir Cresswell Cresswell, before whom 
he had been formally summoned to answer for the happiness 
of the model matrimony he had been enjoying at St. Helena 
as so much model tyranny exercised by a brutal husband. De- 
fendant in the course of lis evidence deposed: “My wife was very 
intimate with the family of Archbishop Whately. “I consider the 
Whatelys were the cause of our losing our passage from St. Helena, and 
the estrangement on her part. An attempt was made by them to establish 
a secret correspondence between themselves and my wife, and Mias 
Blanche Whately wrote to her in French, villifying me for opening her 
letters with a view to prevent it. In one of the letters I opened there was 
a proposition that Mrs. Stewart should assist the clergyman at St. Helena 
in Christianisiny all the inbabitants. I wrote to the Whatelys an indignant 
letter complaining of their conduct. It was owing to the captain of the 
vessel they were about to leave in, who handed me aletter just before 
sailing that he had received from the palace, Dublin, asking him to give 
it to Mrs. Stewart, but which as a married man he declined to do, and 
handed it to me. The letter contained a proposition that the corre- 
spondence should be kept up through a Christian serjeant of my regiment, 
who distributed the Gospel Trumpet to the inhabitants of St. Helena.” 
Lieutenant Stewart, on finding out the spoton Irish ground where his wife 
had taken refuge, did not hesitate, under the advice of a Dublin attorney, 
to attempt to recover her by the characteristic process of an abduction. 
Attorney and ctient hid themselves in a shrubbery adjoining the house, 
and on her return home from & promenade, the wife suddenly found ber- 
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self in the arms of her husband, with the attorney at his side, ready, and, 
no doubt, willing to inform him to a hair’s-breadth the extent of the 
‘marital rights which he was entitled under such circumstances to 
exercise. The lady resisted; the servants raised an outcry; some 
neighbours, in the absence of the relative with whom she 
was staying, came in to interpose; but the husband, threat. 
ening great dangers from pistols — affirming, says an Irish 
witness, “that if killed he would still go on with his object "— 
at last to effect an arrangement by which he was to 
stay with his wife in the house till Major-General Chesney, its owner, 
should send further instructions. We are not shown on satisfactory evi- 
dence whether a marital reconciliation did or did not take place as the 
result of this enforced meeting. The husband swears that the pair slept 
in the same bed; the wife as solemnly affirms that they used different beds 
in the same room. But about the ultimate result the testimony must 
have been as satisfactory to the husband as was that of a certain victim of 
tenderness which had been demonstrated by kicking him down 
the fourth or fifth morning of his stay the uxorious lieutenant f 
‘self surrounded by a number of policemen, county magistrates, and house- 
hold tenants, and bein, politely shown into the bedroom which he had 
mn occupying, found there, as he tells us, the principal object invitin 
his attention in his own carpet bag. The hint seems to have suffice: 
There was practically no defence to the action, the husband was clearly 
not justified for attempting to acquire forcible possession of her person at 
&@ moment when, as a suitor of the Court of Divorce, she was under its 
Protection. The interference of Captain Ramsay was not shown to amount 
to anything more than would have been done by any gentleman placed ia 
the like circumstances. His Lordship summed up. After referring to 
the painful character of the case, and deeply regretting that they should 
have been called upon to investigate the Garily differences of Captain and 
Mrs. Stewart, he left it to the jury to say whether declining to Gght a duel 
when challenged was a justification for callings man a poltroon 
coward. The degree of provocation was an element for consider: 
assessing the damages. The jury returned a verdict for the plaintif— 
Damages, £350. 
APPLICATION TO SET ASIDE AN AWARD.—GURDEN V. CURTIS. 
This wax an application to set aside an award on the ground that the 
arbitrator had eked to adjourn the further hearing of the case to hear a 
witness then absent in China. Mr. Char'es Pollock showed cause against 
the rule, and Mr. W: Williams appeared in support of it. The 
Chief Justice was of opinion that the rule ought to be Techerged. The 
arbitrator bad considerable discretion intrusted to him. From August to 
Ler there was an adjournment proposed, in order that a witness might 
return from China. The arbitrator was informed that there was a legal 
obligation on him to wait for the return of a witness from China, whose 
return was uncertain. The arbitrator might be of opinion that the in- 
terests of justice would be sacrificed by an interminable delay. The 
arbitrator had exercised his discretion in the manner which he thought 
right, and urder the circumstances he was of opinion that the award 
was valid. ‘The other Icarned Judges concurred.— Rule discharged.

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bauk of India, 
London, and China, have declared a dividend of five per cent.

‘The Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan have announced 
that a meeting of shareholders will be held on the 6th July, 
when a report and statement of proceedings will be presented 
by the directors, The business was believed to have been of a 
satisfactory nature, and the shares have improved 1 per cent. 
in anticipation of the report. This Bank has appointed 
the London and Hamburgh Exchange Bank its agents for the 
Continent, and the last named establishment bas appointed the 
former its agents in India and China. 

Mr. J. Reid Mackenzie, for many years general manager of 
the Bank of Ceylon, has been appointed manager of the New 
Zealand Banking Corporation. 

Mauritius Government Six per Cent. Debentures for £400,000 
—one half in bonds having ten years to run, and the other 
half in bonds having fifteen years to run—were offered to 
public competition by the agents-general for Crown Colonies. 
The minimum declared at the opening for the former was 105, 
and for the latter 106} per cent. The applications for the 
ten years’ bonds amounted altogether to £122,400, of which 
£107,800, ranging from 105 to 1084, was allotted, leaving 
£92,200 undisposed of. The applications for the fifteen years’ 
bonds reached £299,200, of which £285,700 were at aud above 
the minimum, and the whole £200,000 was disposed of at 
Prices ranging from £107. 3s, 6d. to £113. 2s. 6d. The 
Crown agents intimated their willingness to treat the highest 
of the rejected tenders for the fifteen years’ bonds as applica- 
tious for the balance of the ten years’ bonds if the persons 
interested and accepted the same.

The biddings for 30,00,000 rupces (£300,000) in bills on 
India took place at the Bank of England. ‘Ihe proportions 
allotted wero—To Calcutta, 16,00,000 rupees; to Bombay, 
12,00,000 rupees; and to Madras, 2,00,000 rupees, The 
declared miniaum price was as before, viz, 18. 11}d. per 
rupee on Calcutta, and Js. 113d. on Bombay and Madras, 
The applications within the limits wore for about 120 lacs 
(£1,200,000). Tenders on Calcutta at 1s. 114d. will receive 
about 4 per cent.; on Bombay at 1s. 11]., about 6 per cent. ; 
on Madras at 1s, 113d., about 27 per cent. ; and all above these 
prices in full. 

The International Financial Society have made arrangements 
for the purchase of the entire property and rights of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, giving the price of £300 for every 
£100 stock of that company. Its total capital is £500,000, 
and the amount of the purchase will therefore be £1,500,000. 
A deposit of £100,000 bas already been paid, and the remainder 
is to be met onthe Ist of July next, or interest thereon 
is to be allowed to the Hudson’s Bay proprietors at the 
vate of 5 percent. Some considerable time back the price 
of Hudson’s Bay stock was 250, but during the last five 
years it has been about 200. ‘The transaction has been 
negotiated by parties connected with Canadian interests, and 
there is a circular addressed to the Hudson’s Bay stock- 
holders, inviting their acquiescence in it, and to which an 
affirmative response seems, fur the most part, to have been 
promptly accorded. The number of proprietors of Hudson's 
Bay stock is 285. 

Mr. Jules Danvers, in his annual sketch of the position of 
Indian railways, of which he is Government Director, reports 
that 2,528 miles are now open for passengers aud goods. ‘The 
great triangular railway connecting Madras with Bombay, 
Bombay with Delhi, and Delhi with Calcutta, will be complete 
in about twelve months more. The amount already raised for 
these works is forty-cight millions and a quarter, which large 
sum is in the hands of only 31,400 persons, an average of 
£1,500 each. The shares ave evidently used for permanen 
investments almost exclusively. 

In addition to the vessels named in our last, Government 
have chartered the steamer Charente to assist in laying the sub- 
marine cable in the Persian Gulf. 

The 27th general meting of the Northern Assurance Com- 
pany was held at Aberdeen, In tho Fire department the net 
premiums received in the year amounted to £127,946, while 
the losses, including commission and charges of management, 
were £95,688, leaving a surplus of £32,257, The directors 
call attention to the fact that, notwithstanding a further loss of
